CAIRO, Jan. 3(AP).—A bayonet 
charge so powerful that the hold- 
out Axis garrison at Bardia sur- 
rendered rather than face a sec- 
ond assault yielded the British 
more than 6000 prisoners—among 
them a Nazi major general—and 
still uncounted booty, it wag an- 
nounced officially today. 

The assault cost the British Im- 
perial forces only 60 killed and 
300 wounded. 

A communique describing the 
operation said the fall yesterday 
of the Libyan port, a pocket of 
Axis resistance isolated by the 
British drive westward, was the 
accomplishment of charging South 
Afri supported by British and 
Poli artillery, New Zealand cav- 
alry the bombs and guns of 
Britain’s air and sea fleets. 

Action in Agedabia Sector, 

While these forces, the slower 
moving rearguards of the British 
advance, were wiping out what 
might have been an Axis version 
of Tobruk, vanguards of the Brit- 
ish Army ‘still were harassing the 
main Axis forces in the vicinity of 
Agedabia. 

The communique said one Ger- 
man column, including some ar- 
mored cars, was put to flight in 
that area about 90 miles beyond 
Bengasi, after losing some of its 
mobile equipment and two anti- 
tank guns, leaving behind three 
officers and 45 men.

Fourth General Lost by Nazis.

Another general, Von 
Ravenstein, had been reported cap- 
tured at Rezegh earlier in the 
drive and the graves of two divi- 
sion commanders, Major Generals 
Neumann-Silkow and Suemmer- 
mann, recently were found at 
Derna. 

The smash into Bardia was de- 
scribed in the cOmmunique as & 
“bold, skilfully organized attack” 
by the First and Second South 
African divisions, including the 
Kaffir Rifles and Royal Durban 
light infantry. 

“Rather than face a repetition,” 
it said, “the enemy decided to sur- 
render unconditionally.” 

The communique said the opera- 
tion was carried out while British 
warships lying off the coast pound- 
ed Axis forces and positions and 
the Royal Air Force “made an in- 
valuable contribution” despite bad 
weather. . 


1150 Britons Freed. 


The British rescued 1150 of their 
own men from Axis imprisonment, 
the communique disclosed. 

It said the operation was car- 
ried out so swiftly that the defend- 
ers were unable to destroy much 
of ‘their material and fortifica- 
tions.

Spokesmen for the two largest 
distributors of dairy products her@ 
the St. Louis Dairy Co. and Pevely 


Dairy Co., told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the appeal was based 
on the contention that milk was 
important to the community's 
health. 

“We were shocked when we 
learned dairies were not to be per- 


mitted to buy new tires and tubes 
for delivery vehicles,” said B. M. 


Lide Jr., president of the St. Louis 
Dairy Co., “but if that is necessary 
for us to win the war, the dairies 
will get along the best they can.” 
Pooling of Deliveries Opposed. 
The dairies—like cleaners, laun- 
dries, department stores, bakeries 
and other establishments making 
“to the door” deliveries—are find- 
ing little cheer in proposed meth- 
ods of meeting the tire restrictions, 
All of these pusiness groups frown 
on “pooling” of delivery routes, as 
has been suggested by Price Ad- 
ministrator Leon Henderson, 
spokesmen told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. Such pooling of milk 
routes has been discussed -by St. 
Louis consumer organizations as a 
means of keeping down milk prices. 
Pooling of routes cannot be con- 
sidered by dairies, Lide asserted, 
because “most milkmen already are 
at top efficiency and vehicles al- 
ready are operated at capacity.” A 
Pevely executive remarked that 
“no competitor wants to lose his 
identity through pooling of deliv- 
eries.” 

Possibilities suggested by dairy 
exeeutives included: Discontinu- 


ance of “special” deliveries; estab- 
lishment of two-and three-times-a- 
week deliveries; return to the 
horse-and-wagon era; wider utili- 
zation of retreading and recapping 
service, and establishment of con- 
sumer depots. 

“Normal” Replacement Stocks. 
The St. Louis Dairy, which has 
been operating a fleet of 350 trucks 
and 48 horse-drawn vehicles, added 
on Friday 15 more horse-drawn 
wagons, all of which, however, 
have pneumatic tires. The Pevely 
company operates 500 trucks. Both 
reported “normal” tire-replacement 
stocks. 

No curtailment in the delivery 
of raw milk to St. Louis processing 
plants is expected by ‘hur D. 
Lynch, manager of Sanitary Milk 
Producers, co-operative organiza- 
tion that furnishes 72 per cent. of 
the milk for this ‘market. 
pointed out that most farmers ship 
their milk to St. Louis by common 
carriers, which are not excluded 
from tire purchases under present 
regulations. The regulations g0 
into effect tomorrow. 

Recalis Tube Substitute, 
Tire rationing will be discussed 
at a meeting of larger cleaners and 
dyers at 7:30 p. m. tomorrow at the 
office of Lungstras Dyeing & 
Cleaning Co., 2101 South Vandeven- 
ter avenue. In hopeful vein, Rob- 
ert Lungstras, president of that 
company, recalled that about 15 
years ago there appeared on the 
market a non-rubber, .semi-solid 
“jelly mass” as a substitute for in- 
ner tubes. It was inferior to pneu-

Tire Rationing Program to Start 
Here Tomorrow. 


The tire rationing program in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County will 
begin tomorrow, but Edward G. 
Platt, tire rationing administrator, 
has urged automobile owners not 
to attempt to purchase new tires 
unless their vehicles are used in 
one of the seven essential services 
listed by. the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration. 

Owners of vehicles in these 
categories, Platt said, can obtain 
new tires by going to one of the 
96 garages, automobile agencies 
and tire dealers designated as in- 
spection bureaus. 

There an inspector will examine 
the old tires and, if he finds them 
no longer usable, will fill out a 
“certificate of necessity” and mail 
it té& the headquarters of the Tire 
Rationing Board in the’ Civil 
Courts Building. 

The inspection depot will give 
the vehicle owner an application 
form which he must fill in and 
take in person to the board’s of- 
fice. Members of the Tire Ration- 
ing Board, if they find the ap- 
plicant is qualified, will issue an 
approval slip which will enable the 
owner to buy tires anywhere he 
wishes. 

There is no restriction on the 
purchase of used or retreaded tires, 
although restrictions on retreading 
and recapping may be issued in the 
future. 

Tire orders will be issued only 
for the automobiles of physicians, 
surgeons, nurses and veterinarians; 
ambulances; fire, police, garbage 
and mail equipment; busses carry- 
ing 10 or more passengers; certain 
types of delivery trucks; farm 
tractors and implements, and in- 
dustrial, mining and construction 
equipment. 

The St. Louis County Tire Ra- 
tioning ‘Board offices will be at 
12 South Central avenue, Clayton. 
Office hours will be at 9a. m. to 
4 p. m. daily, except Saturday 
when the office will close at noon. 
Members of the County board are 
R. R. DeArmond, chairman; John 
A. Nolan, and R. B. Clark.

The committee declared, how- 
ever, that “there are strong rea- 
sons why such control, even if it 
became necessary, should not be 
exercised by the same agency as 
that which is charged with con- 
trol over prices.” 

For that reason, it said, it had 
rejected proposals to include wages 
in the pending measure which 
would empower an administrator 
to place ceilings on commodity 
prices and on rents in defense 
areas, 

. Speedy Action Urged. 

The Senate is to take up the bill 
Wednesday. The committee urged 
its speedy enactment as a safe- 
guard against inflation. 

“If we fail on this sector of the 
domestic front, whatever our suc- 
cess in the field, on the sea or in 
the air, victory will be bitter,” the 
report said. “For of all the con- 
sequences of war, except human 
slaughter, inflation is the most de- 
structive. This is true however 
we measure the effect of inflation, 
whether on national morale, war 
production or dollar indebtedness.” 

The Senate group contended it 
had greatly improved the House- 
approved bill by writing in a pro- 
vision calling for licensing of all 
business firms affected by price 
controls. 

Freedoms Guaranteed. 

“No person may be refused a li- 
cense,” the report added. “The 
license cannot be used to control 
the number of persons in the par- 
ticular trade or industry. Freedom 
of speech is guarantee ‘by a pro- 
vision that no license may be re- 
quired as a condition of selling and 
distributing written matter or ra- 
dio time, and the freedom of every 
farmer to market his own produce 
without a license is guaranteed by 
expressed provision.” 

Licenses could be suspended 
only by court action and then only 
after the Price Administrator had 
issued a warning on an initial vio- 
lation. 

Several Senators said they 
would offer amendments. Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said he would 
ask that the price-fixing authority 
be placed in the hands of a board 
of five members, of which the ad- 
ministrator would be chairman. 
The committee rejected this pro- 
posal in favor of a single adminis- 
trator.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau announced today that the 
Treasury had turned over to Vice- 
President Wallace an inventory of 
$200,000,000 worth of materials use- 
ful in wartime which are held in 
storage places in this country for 
foreign owners. 

Wallace received the inventory 
as Chairman of the Supply, Priori- 
ties and Allocation Board. The 
items were located through a still 
incomplete inventory of foreign 
property. 

Morgenthau said much of the 
material uncovered had been “lost” 
either through accident or design, 
He said that in many cases the

Praise for Ground Crews. 


Meanwhile, the pilots spoke with 
the warmest praise of the work 
their ground crews had done.

When the main vanguard of the 
throng reached Prome (in Prome 
district of Burma and 150 miles 
northwest of Rangoon), however, 
the authorities intervened. The 
evacuees were informed that their 
flight was absurd since life was 
calm in Rangoon, the Japanese 
attackers had been thrown back, 
and, moreover, that they would 
find no food and little water north 
of Prome. Burma’s Governor, Sir 
Reginald Dorman - Smith, dis- 
patched special commissioners to 
Prome. They addressed huge ref- 
ugee camps through loudspeakers, 
distributed pamphlets and reas- 
sured those who had fallen vic- 
tims to Japanese efforts to spread 
panic, 


Transportation is now rapidly 
approaching normal in Rangoon. 
Debris from bombings is being 
cleared up and large numbers of 
men are returning to their jobs. 
Since shelters are so inadequate, 
the system of getting people out 
of the center of the city promises 
greatly to increase civilian pro- 
tection and, fortunately, an ex- 
ceptional number of trucks are 
available in Burma’ because s0 
many arrived under the American 
lease-lend program in recent 
months.

HE grand alliance brings great 
st hope for the post-war world as 

well as confidence in the 
course of the war—such is the 
British view of the 26-nation dec- 
laration signed yesterday in Wash- 
ington, . 

The fall of Manila detracted con- 
siderably from the delight which 
would otherwise have been dis- 
played but since the public had 
been forewarned, the Philippine 
news is being received quietly. The 
capture of Bardia in Libya brought 
brightness to an otherwise somber 
but not gloomy New Year’s week. 

Editorial opinion in the British 
press today divided its attention 
between the lessons of the Philip- 
pines, the problem of India and 
Burma and the grand alliance. 

The London News - Chronicle 
thinks that the Washington decla- 
ration may have more than a his- 
torical value. “It is when the ag- 
gressors have begun to weaken that 
such public affirmations of solidar- 
ity among their opponents have the 
most crushing moral effect,” the 
newspaper declares, 

Praise by Press. 

Of the implications of the Wash- 
ington declaration, the News- 
Chronicle writes: 

“All the nations concerned have 
voluntarily subscribed to the prin- 
ciples of the Atlantic Charter 
- «+ « A new league of nations is 
arising under better auspices.” 

The London Times’ diplomatic 
correspondent writes: 

“Behind the power and united re- 
sistance of the British Empire, the 
United States, the Soviet Union 
and China, by far the greater part 
of the world is now in league and 
at war against the aggressors. 
. « » Hitler, who set out to domi- 
nate the world by exploiting fears 
and divisions, now has raised 
against him the strongest potential 
front that the world has known.” 

The complete unity of 26 nations 
is generally accepted as a great 
stride forward: from the strategi- 
cal viewpoint, in permitting closer 
co-ordination and unity of com- 
mand, and in the material sense 
of pooling of reseurces. It has not 
and probably will not still all crit- 
icism of Britain’s own strategy any 
more than the Americans will 
cease to discuss the handling of 
American forces. 


Lesson of Libya. 


The London Daily Express today 
says that it is all very well to have 
a great master plan for winning 
the war, but it is first essential to 
co-ordinate master plans for the 
Royal Air Foree and the Army.

you will see how it permeates all levels of Japanese society. 


The 


Samurai were the “gentlemen warriors” of feudal Japan and served 
their several warlords before Japan became united under one emperor. 


A Samurai was taught to be 
brave, mild and gentle, but the 
“living soul” of the Samurai was 


his sword. In the old days he used 


to carry two swords and wag gra- 
ciously permitted to end his own 
life by committing hara-kiri any 
time he got into trouble rather 
than be surrendered to the civil 
authorities for trial and punish- 
ment. In short, in ancient days as 
today, he is a law unto himself. 
His code ig this: “We yield un- 
questioning obedience to our su- 
periors and to emperors ruling by 
divine right—obedience even unto 
death.” And that today is the 
spirit of the Japanese Army. 


Meant to Fight Abroad. 


That Army, it should be said, is 
designed entirely for fighting on 
the Asiatic mainland, That ig to 
say, it ig an army designed for 
conquest. Roads, bridges, the ter- 
rain of the country are completely 
inadequate on the islands of Japan 
proper to maneuver or to fight. 
Railroads are all narrow gauge, 
roads. are al] dirt roads, narrow, 


‘badly surfaced if at all. Hence it 


was not surprising to find Japan 
declaring war on the United States 
at a time when a large proportion 
of itg armed forces were scattered 
far from their homeland bases. 


That these forces were in pdsi- 
tion in China, on the Russian fron- 
tier of Manchoukuo, Korea and 
Mongolia, on the frontier of Thai- 
land and Malaya, in Indo-China on 
the South China frontier, only 
serves to illustrate the forethought 
of Japan’s Army leaders who could 
never be sure whether they would 
take on Russia first, or the United 
States in the Philippines, or the 
British and Australians in Malaya. 
The day came. The Army was 
ready. 

The Japanese Army was organ- 
ized by a’French mission under 
Marguerie in 1872. Conscription 
was adopted at that time and the 
confining of military service to the 
Samurai class was done away with. 
And that meant that every Jap- 


anese male, on reaching the age 
of 18, was inducted into the Army. 
Local reservist organizations in his 
town or village gave him a fare- 
well party, put him on the train 
and on entering his cantonment he 
was welcomed by friends or rela- 
tives and other members of re- 
servist organizations. 


A Good Fighter. 


Meantime, parents: rejoiced that 
their sons were privileged to serve 
their emperor. Once in the Army 
he learned his profession thorough- 
ly and, as American Army men 
who have observed them admit, he 
were turned into fine fighting mate- 
The Japanese soldier fights with 
fanatical zeal and loyalty. Just 
how fanatical that zeal can be is 
illustrated ‘by the case of a private 
in the Japanese infantry. His cap- 
tain rebuked him and told him he 
would never make a good soldier— 
the sort of talk a first sergeant 
might hand out to an American 
rookie. The private jumped in front 
of a train and ended his life. A let- 
ter stated that he had betrayed his 
emperer’s trust in him and that he 
was no longer worthy of serving 
him 


Going into battle, these men tie 
small strips of cotton material over 
their brows, under their steel hel- 
mets.. Upon being wounded, they 
sop up their blood with this piece 
of cloth. Then they send it home 
to the folks in Japan. The family 
reverently places it on the family 
shrine as a token to their ancestors 
that their boy is shedding blood for 
his emperor. 

Japanese soldiers, from the 
American viewpoint, are arrogant, 
raucous-voiced, brutal.

Vast Resources Against Axis. 


Some of the signatories are small 
and without military strength. 
Somé lack soil of their own upon 
which to function. But their moral 
support is valuable, and useful ma- 
terial support may be forthcom- 
ing from them. The solid core of 
the anti-Axis combination is made 
up of nations with vast resources 
in man power, productive equip- 
ment, financia] wealth and actual 
or potential military might. 

Already these major anti-Axis 
powers have achieved a far larger 
degree of unity than was achieved 
by the Allies at the same stage 
of the first World War. Precisely 
how much joint action militarily 
and economically has been devel- 
oped at the various conferences 
may not be disclosed for some 
time, but it is obvious that a very 
large degree of co-operation is al- 
ready operative. 


To appreciate the achievements 
in unification already accomplished 
the reader must remember that 
the United States-had been at war 
six months in 1917 before any or- 
ganization was set up for central- 
izing purchases and allocating pri- 
orities between the American 
armed forces and the Allies, It 
took still longer to arrange for 
the financing of supplies destined 
for the Allied armies—an arrange- 
ment set up many months before 
the formal entry of the United 
States into the second World War. 


Preparation for Present War.

The Australians 
also complained about the caliber 
of the leadership entrusted with 
the defense of Singapore and Ma- 
laya.

Walker, on H. M. S. Stork, a 1190- 
ton escort sloop. Walker was given 
the .Distinguished Service Order 
for his part in the battle. 

Bombers Driven Off. 


On the afternoon of the Seven- 
teenth, after the first U-boat had 
been forced to the surface and then 
blown apart by destroyers’ guns, 
two Focke-Wulf bombers were 
driven off by naval planes from the 
Audacity. 

The next day the U-boats re- 
turned to the attack. A second was 
forced to the surface by depth 
charges and sunk, 

A few hours later the Stanley, 
which had aided in destruction of 
the second submarine, was torpe- 
doed and went to the bottom. 

The other members uf the escort 
resorted again to depth charges 
and a third U-boat came up. H. M, 
S. Stork came about swiftly and 
rammed the submarine head-on, 
breaking it up. 

On Dec. 19. the Focke-Wulfs 
came back, and the Audacity’s na- 
val planes again took to the air. 
Two of the German bombers 
plunged into the sea; a third, said 
the Admiralty, limped away, badly 
damaged. 

“In the next two days, the U- 
boats attacked again, and finally 
the Audacity was sunk. 

Hunt Goes On. 

“Throughout these two days, the 
remaining U-boats were relentiess- 
ly hunted and heavily depth- 
charged by convoy escorts,” said 
the communique. “On Dec, 21 the 
attack was finally driven off. 
American-built Liberator aircraft 
of the coastal command of the R. 
A. F. joined the convoy at this 
stage and played a conspicuous 
part-in the final series of counter- 
attacks which eventually freed the 
convoy from further pursuit.” 

There was no estimate of the 
number of men lost in the sinkings 
of the British ships. 

In reporting the loss of the Nep- 
tune and the Kandahar in the 
Mediterranean the Admiralty quot- 
ed enemy statements that some of 
their crews had been rescued and 
imprisoned. Although the Ad- 
miralty said both were lost as a 
result of striking enemy,mines, the 
Italian high command had claimed 
they were among “five cruisers” 
torpedoed in the central Mediter- 
ranean in mid-December, 

Including losses reported today, 
the British have acknowledged de- 
struction of 12 cruisers and’ 57 de- 
stroyers since the start of the war, 
When the war began, the British 
had available 81 cruisers, either in 
service or in building, plus 222 de- 
stroyers. Fifty more destroyers, 
including the Stanley, were ob- 
tained from the United States in 
the defense base trade.

OTTAWA, Jan. 8 (AP). — The 
sinking of the British auxiliary 
warship Audacity recalled today 
its capture as a blazing and dis- 
abled prize by crews of the Ca- 
nadian destroyer Assiniboine and 
a British warship off the Domin- 
ican coast in March, 1940. 

The Audacity, then the German 
motorship Hannover, was overtak- 
en as it tried to run the British 
blockade in pre-dawn darkness. Its 
crew immediately sought to scuttle 
it and the British warship sum- 
moned the Assiniboine, which ar- 
rived to find the Hannover ablaze.

But critics of the New 
York Mayor have demanded on 
the House floor that he be ousted 
from his defense post. 

The $100,000,000 allotment, pri- 
marily for purchase of auxiliary 
fire-fighting .equipment and first 
aid supplies which would be needed 
in the event of an air attack, 
went through the Senate with 
little opposition. But the measure 
ran into a snag in the‘ Housc 
Military Affairs Committee which 
specified that the spending should 
be by the War Department. 

Would Avoid Debate. 

Chairman May (Deni.), Ken- 
tucky, of the committee said he 
would attempt to obtain Huuse 
action on the revamped bill with- 
out debate under suspension of 
rules.

In the indictments, the Fulton 
County (Atlanta) jury charged 11 
former State officials and nine in- 
dividuals who had dealings with 
the State with defrauding Georgia 
of $201,368. 

Rivers, present Democratic na- 
tional committeeman from Georgia 
who left the governorship last 
January after two _ successive 
terms, was accused in one indict- 
ment of embezzling $12,101.65, di- 
verting it for his own use from a 
$100,000 fund over which he alone 
had control. 

Ku Klux Klan Ex-Chief Indicted. 

In another indictment charging 
conspiracy to defraud the State, 
the jury claimed that Rivers and 
four others made $80,000 by pur- 
chasing $501,549.83 worth of high- 
way machinery for $80,000 more 
than the true market value of the 
equipment. 

In a third indictment, the jury 
charged the former governor con- 
spired to defraud the State of $15,- 
000 by payment of excessive prices 
for lubricants. 

Dr. Hiram W. Evans, former 
Imperial Wizard of the Ku Klux 
Klan, was indicted for “conniving” 
with a State official to obtain a 
contract to paint center lines on 
highways at an “excessive” cost 
of $24,000. 

Another conspiracy indictment 
accused Evans of making an ex- 
cessive profit of approximately 
$11,000 on a State printing job. 

The former governor’s son, E. 
D. Rivers Jr., also was indicted on 
a charge of causing the State to 
pay an excessive profit of ap- 
proximately 11,500 on a printing 
job. He was chairman of the 
State Industrial Board in his fa- 
ther’s administration.

Top Fighting Man 

Of American Sea Power. 

Last Tuesday Admiral Ernest J. King for- 
mally assumed duty as top fighting man of 
American sea-power. By an Executive Order 
of Dec. 18, he was named Commander-in- 
Chief of the United States Fleet, with “su- 
preme command of the operating forces 
comprising the several fleets of the United 
States and of the operating forces of the 
naval coastal frontier commands.” Removed 
from the jurisdiction of Admiral Harold R. 
Stark, Chief “of Naval Operations, he was 
made directly answerable, under the general 
direction of the Secretary of the Navy, to 
President Roosevelt himself. 

This, the Navy’s second shake-up in 11 
months, placed its destiny as a battle instru- 
ment in the hands of four men, all of whom, 
curiously enough, are Westerners. Three 
are natives respectively of Ohio, Texas and 
Michigan. The other, born in the District 
of Columbia, was appointed to Annapolis 
from Indiana and maintains his residence 
there. The “Big Four,” two of them new- 
comers to highest combatant rank in the 
Navy, are as follows: 

Admiral Ernest Joseph King, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United States Fleet. 

Admiral Chester William Nimitz, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Pacific Fleet. 

‘Admiral Thomas Charles Hart, Com- 

mander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet;

Turmoil following the Pearl Harbor re- 
verse obscured an important circumstance— 
that the President’s order of Dec. 18 in 
effect stripped Admiral Stark of his func- 
tion as senior combat officer of the Ngmy 
and transferred it to Admiral King. 

Except for a vague mandate as to prepa- 
ration of long-range strategic plans, Admiral 
Stark was reduced to administrative tasks. 
Admiral King was instructed to organize a 
staff which has charge, among other things, 
of devising and executing all current war 
operations. . 

Admiral King was ‘directed to establish his 
principal office at the Navy Department in 
Washington, but he was left wholly free, in 
his own discretion, to exercise personal com- 
mand at sea. | 

He did not bother to take time off from 
his desk for the ceremony of hoisting his 
four-star flag to the masthead of the gunboat 
Vixen at the Washington ‘Navy Yard. As 
an indication that most of his work for the 
present will be in the Navy Department, 
Admiral King, instead of a capital man-o’- 
war, chose as his flagship this converted 
private yacht, built 12 years ago in Germany. 
It has a draft shallow enough to navigate 
the Potomac. Its tonnage is 3000, its length 
330 feet ‘and its beam 46 feet. The craft 
is. fast and seaworthy and has accommoda- 
tions for a sizable staff. Its selection re-

One of Most Desperate 
Moments in Navy Annals. 


Admiral King became chief of the coun- 
try’s first line of defense at one of the most 
desperate moments in the Navy’s. annals.

Vanished was the dream of the “Admiral 
Blimps”’ that they would devote some fine 
week end to polishing off Japan.

In the meantime, as commander of the 
U.S. S. Wright, he had charge of a squadron 
of seaplanes, and found them so fascinating 
that at the age of 49, when he had held the 
rank of Captain five years, he betook him- 
self to Pensacola for the headlong air train- 
ing devised by the Navy for daredevils half 
his age. He qualified as a pilot in 1927. 
Thereafter, for 13 years, his career lay in 
the skies. 

He was ndendentveie commander of air- 
craft squadrons in the Scouting Fleet, Assist- 
ant Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
commander of the carrier Lexington for 
three years, Chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics and commander of aircraft in turn 
for the Base Force, Scouting Force and 
Battle Force, Having gained the rank of 
Vice Admiral, he reported for service on 
Aug. 1, 1939, as a member of the General 
Board, a sort of “‘cabinet” tothe Secretary 
of the Navy. In December, 1940, he as- 
sumed duty as commander of the Patro! 
Force of the United States Fleet, and on 
Feb. 1, 1941, became Commander-in-Chief 
of the Atlantic Fleet, with the rarfk of 
Admiral. 

Prior to the. war with the United States, 
Admiral Yamamoto never fought against a 
first-class foe. For nearly a year, Admiral 
King first observed and then actively con- 
tested all that Germany could wage undersea 
and in the air, to say nothing of the epic 
surface engagement resulting in the destruc- 
tion of the British battle-cruiser Hood and 
German battleship Bismarck. After “shoot 
first” orders arrived, the American forces 
are credited with sinking 14 Nazi submarines 
and contributing largely to the recent Allied 
success in the Battle of the Atlantic.

The Commission is just completing the in- 
stallation of 11 primary and 80 secondary 
monitoring stations.

The Chinese “Likin System” in Opefa- 
tion on the Burma Road. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE no desire to whitewash the 

Chinese, who have certainly produced 
some of the world’s most vicious rack- 
eteers, but Leland Stowe’s articles on the 
Burma road remind me of some stories 
concerhing it which I heard while in 
China last summer. 

I met in Shanghai a Chinese woman 
whose husband was working for the 
Burma Road Commission as a truck 
dispatcher in some tiny village in Yu- 
nan. 

This man had formerly been a white- 
eollar employe of the China Travel Serv- 
ice in Shanghai, Nanking and other rel- 
atively civilized spots. His pay was, and 
is, $80 a month, Chinese currency. Be- 
fore the war, that was plenty for a man 
with a small family, being equivalent to 
about $24 in United States money. 


When the war broke out, this man 
wanted to do something for China in- 
stead of hanging around the safety of 
the various international settlements. He 
eventually wound up on the Burma road 
in the above-mentioned job and at the 
same salary. Meanwhile, his wage has 
shrunk to four United States dollars a 
month, and even less than that in buy- 
ing power, due to wartime inflation. 

His wife joined him after he- had set- 
tled down in one village, but after a few 
months she had to leave because they 
couldn't live on his pay and because she 
contracted malaria. She came back to 
Shanghai and was working in a radio 
station broadcasting British propaganda. 

‘She told me that the trick drivers, dis- 
patchers and other lesser employes of 
the road had found it absolutely neces- 
sary to supplement their incomes, but 
that the Government in Chungking was 
unable to raise their salaries. 

Eventually, the ever-practical Chinese 
solved the problem. Each truck driver 
Was permitted to buy on his own ac- 
count one box full of merchandise in 
Burma and to bring this into Free China 
and sell it for what it would bring. I 
don’t know how large the boxes are, but 
I got the impression that they were 
something which could be stowed in the 
seat next to the driver. Thus, the driv- 
ers bought toothpaste, liquor, perfumes, 
camera film, cosmetics, watches, drugs 
and other luxury items and sold them at 
fat prices to foreigners and wealthy Chi- 
nese in Kunming and Chungking. 

The profits were quite large and were 
divided according to some complicated 
system among not only the truck driv- 
ers but all other employes of the road, 
This differs almost:not at all from the 
old Chinese likin system of inter-provin- 
cial taxes or duties. It may sound shock- 
ing to us, but it has been with the Chi- 
nese since time began. 

. . . 


I also know it to be a fact that the 
gales of cigarettes by the British-Amer- 
ican Tobacco Co. have been at just 
about the same level through four years 
of war, even though the area of its 
operations has been cut in half by Jap- 
anese occupation. Of course, some of 
its sales to Free China were offset by 
increased sales to the Japanese Army. 
But the real explanation for its con- 
tinued prosperity was that the Japanese 
permitted, for a fee, the cigarette car- 
goes to go right through the fighting 
lines, into Chiang Kai-shek’s hinterland. 
Not just. now and then, but regularly. 

I often heard it said around Shanghai, 
and I believe it to be true, that the Jap- 
anese commanders in various localities 
were reluctant to finish their military 
operations in any one district until they 
had bought and paid for a villa in Japan 
with: the proceeds of their “cigarette 
money.” As long as military operations 
were stalemated, the trade thrived, but 
when action flared up, there were no 
caravans until the sector became quiet 

in—and no profits for the Colonel. 

Similarly, the Japanese permitted gas- 
oline and even Army trucks to be shipped 
from Shanghai to Free China via the 
supposedly blockaded ports of Swatow, 
Amoy, Foochow and Ningpo. The Japs 
have a yen for illicit profits just as bad 
as the Chinese, but in general they 
aren’t as ingenious in thinking up the 
schemes or putting them into practice. 

Among the Japs, only a few at the top 
reaped any profit, whereas among the 
Chinese, I’m sure, the truck driver's

What All-Out Economic War. 


The draft and the many training camps, Pearl Har- 
bor and the fall of Manila, have brought the mili- 
tary side of the war home to America, We are just 
beginning to waken to the economic side. eee 

Higher taxes are felt by all, but they. do not tell 
the whole story. That is being written in such de 
velopments as the ban on tire sales, followed by the 
stoppage of motor car sales and impending conver- 
sion of the industry to war manufacture. There are 
sure to be more such moves as this. 

The shape of things to come is unveiled by the 

President’s statement of last week setting an amount 
equivalent to half the national income as the outlay 
for the war program’ in the new year. ! 
defense spending of six billion dollars was breath-tak- 
ing at the time; it amounted to only 8 per cent of 
the national income. For 1941, including lease-lend 
aid, the total rose to 15.29 per cent of the national 
income. The figure for November was 17 per cent, 
and the goal for 1942 had been set at 27 per cent. 
The President’s new 50 per cent figure recognizes 
what a prodigious program is necessary to offset 
the advantages now helf by our well-prepared and 
strongly intrenched enemies. 
In the haze of wishful thinking thrown up by the 
prophets of imminent German economic collapse, 
too many Americans have overlooked this side of 
the picture. It is depicted with ice-cold clarity by 
Antonin Basch, former Czech economist, banker and 
industrial manager, now a Visiting professor at 
Brown University, in his recent book, “The New 
Economic Warfare.” In this book are found sober- 
ing facts and figures which every member of the 
administration, every member of Congress and every 
serious citizen should know in order to realize what 
we are up against in this war. | 


To paraphrase briefly, Dr. Basch portrays the ma- 
jor combatants as follows: . 

Nazi Germany—Lean, hungry and ruthless, pre- 
pared for all-out war by years of mobilization, its 
economy rigidly controlled, its factories turning 
out weapons with ceaseless assembly line efficiency, 
its reserves enhanced by enormous conquests 
achieved by the relentless drive of itg war machine. 

Britain—Wealthy, soft, unprepared, living on its 
fat in the long months of muddling through, while 
half-measures and “business as usual” were hope- 
fully followed as the path to victory, driven at last 
by the shock of disaster to provide strong Govern- 
ment economic controls, industrial mobilization and 
budgets big enough to meet war’s actual necessities. 


America—Remarkably strong economically, with 
a huge war potential by virtue of its great industrial 
capacity, possessing large reserves of national in- 
come, but prone to over-confidence because of these 
assets, at first actually expecting to meet military 
requirements without reducing normal production 
of consumer’s goods. 

As this writer defines the necessities of all-out eco- 
nomic war—“a progressive mobilization of all re- 
sources to meet war requirements, and at the same 
time employment of all possible means to weaken 
and destroy the economic strength of the enemy”— 
Germany was superior, at least up to the beginning 
of the Russian war. It took England 20 months to 
reach the status of economic organization and mo- 
bilization that the Nazis had when the war started. 


America now has the opportunity to benefit by

It is not necessary, in adopting economic controls, 
to imitate the tyrannical methods of Nazism. Such 
democratic measures as, voluntary co-operation, mu- 
tual concessions by labor and capital, publicly ap- 
proved disciplinary steps create a unified and flex- 
ible structure, as contrasted with the rigid Nazi 
state, subject to fatal cracks when & solid blow is 
delivered against it. Neither should we follow the 
prolonged British attempts to superimpose war econ- 
omy on a slight modification of peacetime economy, 
for the error of that method has been amply proved. 
What are the steps needed for vietory in all-out 


sweeping priorities and widespread conversion of. in- 
dustry to war needs have been adopted in this coun- 
try, or are soon going to be. On one subject, how- 
ever, there is still controversy—over the steps neces- 
sary to prevent inflation, s 

First, a few words from John Maynard Keynes, 
the distinguished British economist, on inflation: 

Germany has stopped it dead, and we have 

stopped it largely. Preventing inflation is a 

thing you must do. It is perfectly possible. 

There is no reason in the world why not. In- 

flation is just a muddle, and there is no

War economy must disrupt normal economy if it 


is to succeed, Dr. Basch notes, Thefefore, the nor- 
mal controls of supply, demand and profit are in- 
effective. “A free price system would slow down 
the necessary economic organization, cause’ various 
dislocations, including social unrest, and hamper 
efforts toward greater efficiency of the whole econ- 
omy,” he sfys. Therefore, prices must be controlled. 
Since the state has a predominant position. in the 
markets, it is the state’s duty to determine prices 
and incomes. How far should the state go? Dr. 
Basch answers: | 
The policy must be comprehensive, since it is . 
impossible to freeze prices in one economic sec- 
tor if those in another important sector are per- 
mitted to rise, or to freeze wages if prices go u 
and vice versa, An effective price strategy wi 
involve stabilizing and controlling the most im- 


portant: components of costs of production and 
the prices of key commodities. .. . 


We are at last getting our industrial machine into 
line for the all-out effort demanded by circumstance. 


However, Congress has shamefully neglected the 


uther vital half of the formula for victory: the en- 
actment of an over-all price-control law, to cover 
commodities, wages and rents. Britain did not enact 
such ¢ontrols in time, so food costs rose 60 per cent 
in the first 21 months of the war, while wages in- 
creased an average of 20 per cent. Why must we tol- 
erate for this country the distress and losses caused 
by such a policy? : 

Industrial mobilization means sacrifice, but it is 
only half the job. Price control, honestly admin- 
istered, means hardship for none, except the prof- 
iteers. For the country at large, it means security: 
on the one hand, a pay check that will cover the 
family’s needs; on the other hand, a national war 
machine purchased at levels that do not include the 
added burden of inflated prices. 

When Congress re-convenes tomorrow, its first 
duty is the long-neglected one of enacting an iron- 
clad, all-out price control system, to meet the needs 
of all-out economic war.

IMPORTANCE OF THE § E C. 

If sheer congestion in Washington is the immedi- 
ate reason for removing various Government bureaus 
to other parts of the country, it is also true that 
other reasons could be cited in favor of the plan. 
The concentration of a vast bureaucracy in one city 
breeds evils of its own. Many bureaus can function 
better if they are closer to the scene of their activi- 
ties. The people have a better opportunity of ex- 
amining the work of these bureaus if they are not 
a part of an almost indistinguishable mass. Because 
of the location in St. Louis of the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration and the Farm Security Admin- 
istration, the whole Middle West will be better able 
to get a close-up of their work. 

In some cases, however, it might be dangerous to 
remove a governmental agency from Washington, 
and this appears to be the case with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. Chairman Healy is of 
the opinion that, if the SEC must go elsewhere, some 
of its best men, who prefer to stay in Washington, 
will quit to join war agencies. Among these will 
be economists, statisticians and lawyers who occupy 
key positiens with the SEC. Their loss would de- 
moralize the operation of the SEC and give aid and 
comfort to its many enemies, 

These enemies, at the moment, have launched a 
campaign to emasculate the securities law, as well 
as the Holding Company Act. The intention evident- 
ly is to prevent the repetition of such an investiga- 
tion as that by which the SEC cleaned up the Union 
Electric Co. of St. Louis and brought about far-reach- 
ing changes in the North American setup, This inves- 
tigation is among the SEC’s most brilliant achieve- 
ments, and it would be tragic if it were hamstrung 
in attacks upon similar situations elsewhere. Though 
the SEC may be compelled to move, its enemies, rep- 
resented by professional lobbyists, will be free to 
remain in Washington to exert their influence, 

The SEC is clearly one of the major Roosevelt 
reforms and, unlike others, it is still in the field of 
sharp controversy, with powerful forces seeking every 
opportunity to destroy its usefulness to investors 
and the public, It is immensely important that the 


: 


SEC should continue to stand on guard to prevent 
the financial scandals that played such a large part 
in plunging the country into the Great Depression. 
It is in this light that the SEC’s suggested removal 
.Bhould be pondered, 
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POLITICAL TRUCE, NOT POLITICAL MONOPOLY. 

What should be the duty of the opposition party in 
time of war? Representative Joseph W. Martin Jr., 
Republican national chairman, answers the question 
clearly. The Republican party will co-operate fully 
in fighting the war, he says, but it will point out 
“honest mistakes” of the administration while re- 
fraining from abuse. 

The new co-operation does not mean, however, 
that the two-party system is abandoned for the dura- 
tion, nor does it mean that the 1942 elections will be 
set aside. As Mr. Martin says: . 


The Constitution requires congressional elec- 
tions to be held every two years. We cannot as a 
nation get aside these elections without amend- 
ing the Constitution. If we dispensed with the 
elections, we would be discontinuing our Ameri- 
can form of government. Once discontinued, it 
might be impossible to restore. It must not be 
forgotten the war is for the preservation of our 
system of government and our way of life. 


So the Republican party will uphold the Presi- 
dent’s war policy, but it will enter the senatorial, 
congressional and state elections next year, “and it 
will fight to win.” All this is as it should be. No

either. Unity behind the President, but elections 
just the same.

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DISCORD IN THE BALLET. 

With this afternoon’s performance, the Russian 
Ballet ends another of its thrilling visits to St. Louis, 
but one less triumphant than those of other years. 
Ballet politics seemed to come out at the seams, to 
the detriment of ballet art. 

To speak in the Middle West of what goes on 
behind its scenes is perhaps as great a tribute as 
any to this remarkable troupe. Ten years ago, a 
ballet enthusiast in this part of the country would 
have been regarded askance. 

This is the triumph of Col. de Basil, the brilliant 
Cossack officer who took Diaghileff’s dances from 
the royally subsidized stage of St. Petersburg and 
made them “stand on their own legs” on the road in 
the United States. 

The ballet badly needed a practical man. Unfor- 
tunately, De Basil had a penchant for disputes. The 
most recent was between him and Massine, his star 
and choreographer, who won the battle. 

Despite Massine’s unquestioned artistic ability, the 
Russian Ballet has lived, during these years, on the 
Diaghileff inheritance. This, together with all the 
straining and pulling for commercial control, is be- 
ginning to tell. The ballét, when it represents a 
felicitous meeting of painter, musician and dancer, 
is one of the most brilliant of the art forms. But it 
does need variety, new numbers and new members.

steadily grow as our disproportionately large 
initial investments in plant and facilities 
bear fruit in vastly increased output of 
actual combat equipment. 

The problem is not one of merely out-pro- 
ducing Germany in current terms, but of 
out-producing her by a sufficient margin to 
make up, in the shortest possible period, 
for the enormous head start she achieved 
in the six years from 1934 through 1939, 
during which her military expenditures ex- 
ceeded the combined total of Great Britain 
and the United States by two or two and 
one-half times.

With defense expenditures for 1941 ap- 
proximating 16 billions, we shall have de- 
voted only slightly more than one-sixth of a 
total national income of 92 billions to war 
effort. If our diversion to this end had been 
comparable to that of Great Britain or Ger- 
many, our 1941 defense expenditures would 
have been more than 45 billions. 

Our ability to mobilize 50 per cent of 
national income raises sharply questions 
as to the availability of requisite industrial 
materials, fabricating facilities and skilled 
labor, Suffice it to say that there would 
seem to be reason for confidence upon every 
score in our ability to support a balanced 
military program of at least a 45-billion- 
dollar level. An intelligently planned ef- 


fort of this magnitude, thrown into the 


balance at the present juncture, not only 
would set a goal quite beyond the capacity 
of the Axis powers to match, but would rap- 
idly eat up the initial advantages they have 
been allowed to effect. 

If we can produce even more, and we 
probably can, it will shorten the time need- 
ed to achieve a decisive materiel advangage 
over the Axis. Since months, and even 
days, are critically important, since every 
moment of respite allows for a consolida- 
tion of position and a mobilization of the 
conquered areas that will require ever-in- 
creasing force to dislodge the case for do- 
ing as much as we can, as quickly as we 
can, is unanswerable. 

. As soon as we start thinking in terms of 
an all-out effort, it becomes necessary for 
us to think at the same time of the read- 
justments that must be made in our stand- 


}ards of living. No nation in history has 


even been able to mobilize half of its pro- 
duction for war purposes and at the same 
time maintain its population upon a level 
both equally high and of the precise pattern 
that ohfained in times of peace. 

Actually, we had diverted, by the end of 
1941, something less than one-fifth of our 
total resources to this purpose. This has 
been almost exactly covered by the increase 
of national income over 1940, so that, in 


production terms, our year’s defense pro-. 


gram may fairly be said to have cost us 
nothing but effort. 
* 7 * 

Britain’s war expenditure, in the fiscal 
year that ends March 31, 1942, will amount 
to almost 60 per cent of its net national! in- 
come. Britain has been able to finance a 
substantial proportion of its war effort by 
drawing upon overseas capital representing 
past investment, but when due allowance 
is made for this, it still appears that war 
expenditures within the British Isles will 
absorb in the fiscal year something over 
45 per cent of local domestic resources. 

To effect this formidable diversion from 
peacetime to war activity, Great Britain has 
made drastic cuts in civilian economy. 

We are by far the more self-sufficient 
country, and happily we do not have Brit- 
ain’s problem of feeding and clothing our 
people out of imports. But the field of con- 
sumers’ durable goods is another story. For 
these, of all civilian purchases, are most 
directly in competition with military pro- 
duction. They compete for raw materials. 
They eompete for fabricating facilities. 
They compete for skilled labor. 

We are looking at all-time highs. Con- 
sumers’ durables sales for 1941, even with 


. the reductions under quotas established for 
. the end of the year, promise to be over 10 


per cent higher than in 1940, and 60 per 
cent higher than in 1935-36. Sales for re- 


frigerators in 1941 will be higher than ever | 


before—perhaps 15 per cent higher than in 
1940, more than twice as large as in 1939, 500 
per cent of the 1929 level. Passenger auto- 
mobiles will have higher sales for 1941 than 
in any years except 1 and 1937. 

However, let no one think that, because 
we have not been called upon to forego our 
civilian luxuries to date, we shall not be 
forced to in the near future. Our defense 
effort is only now commencing to assume 
substantial volume,

There is no virtue, and much folly, in 
needless sacrifice, but if we are to pull a 
proportionate share of the load for which 
wee have assumed responsibility, we shall 
be called upon to make sacrifices aplenty. 

We shall be forced to divert metals and 
other industrial materials—drastically— 
from civilian uses; we shall be forced to 
make comparably severe diversions of facil- 
ities and man power; we shall be forced to 
work harder and longer, and without inter- 
ruptions; we shall be forced to do without 
accustomed quotas of the new and shiny 
gadgets that have been the specia] hall- 
mark of our industria] culture.

Nimitz of German Descent. 

Admiral Nimitz, who on Wednes- 
day succeeded Admiral Kimmel in 
the crucial post of commander of 
the main American fleet in the 
Pacific, is of direct German blood, 
like Lieut. Gen. Walter Krueger, 
commander of the Third Field 
Army. His grandfather, Karl H. 
Nimitz, was one of a group of ref- 
ugees who sought political freedom 
in the New World, and in 1846 
founded the town of Fredericks- 
burg, in Texas. This forebear had 
been a sea captain, and built a 
hotel in the form of a steamboat.

When his turn for shore 
duty arrived, he married Catherine 
Vance Freeman of Wollaston, 
Mass., and spent his honeymoon 
studying Diesel motors in Germany 
and Belgium. During a tour at 
the New York Navy Yard, he built 
Diesel engines for. the naval tank- 
er Maumee, and went to sea with 
her as chief engineer to test his 
handiwork.

On the entrance of the’ United 
States into World War I, he was 
named Chief of Staff to Admiral 
S. S. Robison, commander of the 
submarine force of the Atlantic 
Fleet. His combat duties consist- 
ed mainly in getting submarines 
ready and then across the ocean 
to operate with the Allies. The re- 
ward was a special letter of com- 
mendation from the Navy Depart- 
ment. He knows Pearl Harbor 
well, for he was commander of its 
submarine base just after’ World 
War I. He became Assistant 
Chief of Staff under Admiral Robi- 
son, commander of the United 
States Fleet. In his time Nimitz 
has commanded several cruisers, 
and then the Second Cruiser Di- 
vision and First Battleship Divi- 
sion of the Battle Force. 


One of the things of which he 
is proudest is that he was selected, 
in 1926, to organize, at the Uni- 
versity of California, the first 
Naval Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps. “This was new ground,” 
he relates, “and there were no 
precedents on which to work.” He 
devoted three years to the task, 
and set up a model for similar 
units all over the country. 

From Desk to Fighting Pest. 

In 1939 he was appointed chief 
of the Navy Department’s Bureau 
of Navigation, which has little to 
do with navigation but is the de- 
partment’s personnel office. It 
keeps records of all officers and 
enlisted men, active, retired and 
reserve. It fills vacancies and ef- 
fects transfers. By way of justify- 
ing its name, the bureau supplies 
the Navy with hydrographic sur- 
veys, charts, nautical works and 
data on the weather. It was from 
this post that the fortunes of war 
suddenly whirled Admiral Nimitz 
into national prominencegas No. 2 
fighting man of his country’s sea 
arm. 

He is noted for a soft Texas 
drawl, an icy visage, steel-blue 
tyes, a bearing of invincible seren- 
ity and hair so white that behind 
his back he is sometimes nick- 
named “Cottonhead.”

MASS BUTPUT OF FAST 
NEW PLANE PLANNED 


OEM Says P-47 Is World’s 
Speediest Single-Engined 
Warcraft. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP).— 
Quantity production will begin 
soon on a new, hitherto secret 
interceptor plane, heavily armed 
with large and small caliber guns 
and said by the Army to be the 
world’s fastest single-engined air- 
plane. 

This was disclosed today by the 
Office of Emergency Management 
which said also that future pro- 
duction of military planes would 
be concentrated on a few proved, 
high-performance types. 


The new ship, designated the 
P-47, is manufactured by Republic 
Aviation Corporation, and, OEM 
said, has made 680 miles an hour 
in power dive tests and more than 
400 miles an hour in level flight. 

It is powered by a 2000-horse- 
power engine turning a four-bladed 
propellor more than 12 feet in 
diameter, weighs as much as the 
two-engined Lockheed P-38 and 
twice as much as the Bell Aira- 
cobra. 

Three Planes Are Favored. 


Announcing the decision to con- 
centrate on a limited number of 
types of planes, OEM said in a 
summary entitled “The Current 
Picture in Aircraft Production.” 

“Some companies now making 
their own model will convert their 
facilities to the production of other 
types selected as better by the 
services using them.” 

Without specifically designating 
the types chosen or under consid- 
eration by the Army and Navy, 
the summary stressed the Lock- 
heed P-38, the Airacobra, and the 
new P-47, 


The two-engine Lockheed, re- 
garded by the Army as the world’s 
fastest military plane, has a speed 
well in excess of 400 miles an 
hour. It is a low-wing monoplane 
with tricycle landing gear and 
carries at least one 37-millimeter 
cannon, and several .50 caliber 
machine guns. 


Mass Production Methods. 


Also armed with 37-millimeter 
cannon, and .50 and .30 caliber 
machine guns, the Airacobra is a 
single-engined, single-seat pursuit 
plane particularly suitable for 
middle-altitude fighting and attack 
on ground targets. 

“This concentration on the pro- 
duction of fewer types will not 
mean that improvements to cur- 
rent models will be eliminated, or 
that there will be no new planes,” 
OEM said. “Research and experi- 
mentation will continue at an ac- 
celerated rate. But a limitation on 
the number of planes and purpose 
will make it possible to produce 
more of the chosen few. Mass pro- 
duction of automobiles was made 
possible by such production meth- 
ods.”

ing stations throughout the world. 
A listening post at Portland, Ore., 
takes down everything broadcast 
from China, Japan and India. An- 
other, at Santurce, Puerto Rico, in- 
tercepts all broadcasts directed at 
Latin America. A third station, at 
Kingsville, Tex., works on broad- 
casts from Central and South 
America. The fourth “ear,” at 
Silver Hill, Md., listens to broad- 
casts from Europe, the Near East 
and Africa with special attention 
to programs aimed at North 
America. 


Washington Kept Posted, 


Each one of these listening posts 
Is a separately functioning unit 
with its own translators and edi- 
tors. Each station can within a 
few minutes flash to any govern- 
ment official some significant bit 
of information bearing on propa- 
ganda or intelligence; but they are 
also linked to a central office here 
in Washington by radio, telephone, 
teletype and telefax. The com- 
bined reports are edited down in 
a report on foreign broadcasting 
which goes to the desks of certain 
top war officials every morning. 
Co-ordinator of Information Wil- 
liam J. Donovan, Army and Navy 
intelligence, two or three officers 
in the State Department and the 
President all get copies of this very 
exclusive radio newspaper. 

Some of the best brains out of 
American colleges and universities 
have been enlisted in this monitor- 
ing service. The office here in 
Washington, carefully kept from 
the public in an old Washington 
residence back of the Senate Office 
Building, has the look of a League 
of Nations with representatives ‘of 
almost every race and nationality 
at work there. Trustworthy per- 
sons who speak Japanese, Berber, 
Hindustani, Chinese and other dif- 
ficult and obscure languages have 
been enlisted for the duration. 

' The monitoring service of the 
FCC is, of course, directly related 
to our own foreign short wave 
broadcasting directed by Nelson 
Rockefeller’s office to Latin Amer- 
ica and by the Donovan office to 
the rest of the world. Experts in 
these offices study the propaganda 
line taken by America’s enemies. 
With this as a background they 
direct their own offensive—based 
on facts and figures—to the rest of 
the world, 

A Great Deal of Chaff. 

A great deal of chaff must be 
winnowed out of the mass of words 
that goes through the FCC’s mon- 
itoring mill. Italian short-wave 
broadcasts to America are for the 
most part futile and irrelevant to 
the point of being nonsensical. One 
of their chief propagandists to 
America has been the American 
poet, Ezra Pound, whose tran- 
scribed broadcasts make amusing 
reading. Not long. ago Pound at- 
tacked Donovan in language s0

“The importance of in 
on foreign transmissions,” the FCC 
said in a recent report, “is attest- 
ed in the fact that propaganda in- 
stigated abroad almost invariably 
follows the example set in short- 
wave broadcasts, but follows it 
with a lag. Almost every political, 
diplomatic or military move is 
presaged by shifts in propaganda 
treatment. Consequently, through 
study of the short-wave model it is 
often possible to predict such 
moves. A new course in policy can 
be reflected in broadcasts long be- 
fore it is announced officially, or 
rumored in the press. For 
ple, the altered tone of certain for- 
eign broadcasts gave the first in- 
dication that Japan intended to oc- 
cupy Indo-China... . 

“Broadcasting is new to war. 
In the World War there was only 
wireless telegraphy to contend 
with, and to a very limited extent. 
Today the world is radio conscious, 
and broadcasting has recognized 
value for influencing peoples. Yet 
much the same propaganda meth- 
ods used before the days of radio 
have been adapted to broadcasting 
in war time. Though air technique 
is different, there is much reliance 
in the old devices of exaggeration, 
suppression, distortion, appeals. to 
selfish prides and interests and ex- 
ploitation of prejudices and jeal- 
ousies. Some types of broadcast 
propaganda are aimed at the 
masses, while others seek to culti- 
vate groups and factions.” 

Other War Work of FCC. 

The policing of the air waves 
and the monitoring of foreign 
broadcasts are the two chief war 
activities of the FCC, but in other 
ways as well the commission has 
had to meet the test of the war. 
An industry committee formed by 
the Defense Communications 
Board had plans prepared so that 
when international radio commu- 
nications in the Pacific were in- 
terrupted, other routes could be 
used. A telephone committee had 
prepared before the outbreak of 
the war a super-network of tele- 
phone connections linking virtually 
every radio statio& in the country 
with regional telephonic networks 
to be prepared for any eventuality. 

From the first moment of the 
war the board’s broadcasting com- 
mittee has been putting into force 
plans to prevent radio broadcast- 
ing beams from becoming beacons 
to direct enemy bombers. Radio 
stations on the Pacific Coast have 
been ordered off the air by the 
FCC on alarm signals sounded by 
Army or Navy intelligence. At- 
tempts by Japan to broadcast 
false reports on American wave 
lengths have been immediately de- 
tected by commission experts. All 
this has been in accord with plans 
laid long in advance of the emer- 
gency. 

On the roofs of all important 
buildings here in Washington are 
machine guns and anti-aircraft 
guns which are constantly manned 
by soldiers in full war kit. They 
are prepared for any enemy. In 
the same way, although their vigil 
is unseen, a fully equipped patrol 
keeps watch from Maine to Cali- 
fornia over the air waves, those 
mysterious channels that are a 
battlefieki, and an important one, 
in this worldwide war.

“We all know the scandalous dis- 
organization of production after 
two years of war. There is not a 
delegate who could not relate facts 
about the lack of planning and 
continuity ‘In the production proc- 
ess. All of us can tell of people in 
wrong jobs, put there, without real 
consideration of capabilities, 
through some personal influence; 
or of factories where hundreds of 
non-producers, supervisors,  etc., 
actually hinder production and 
make planned work impossible. We 
can only beat Fascism when we 
can produce quicker and in better 
quality.and quantity more material 
than the Fascists. Our efforts will 
shame everyone and our organized 
strength can and will root out 
those who hang back. 

_ Suggestions, 

“We suggest that the following 
ideas may give a lead to the dis- 
cussion: 

“Greater readiness to promote 
the changeability of labor, pooling 
of tools, skill and practical knowl- 
edge. The highest standard of 
time-keeping. The most effective 
training of all unskilled men and 
women. 

“It will be inevitable in our 
drive to secure maximum output, 
that jobs shall be broken up into 
series of lesser skilled operations. 
Skilled workers can play a big part 
in devising the best means of de- 
veloping new methods of work on 
which new labor forces can be em- 
ployed, 

“Demand that shop stewards, 
charge hands and foremen shall 
be fully consulted as to the most 
efficient and speediest Way of turn- 
ing the job out and so end the 
shameful waste of time through 


Ya; being forced to carry out the 


‘schemes’ of so-called practical ex- 
perts who have little practical ex- 
perience, For example, at John 
Brown’s the shop stewards were 
able to get the decision of Govern- 
ment inspectors that some trivial 
faults in riveting should be recti- 
fied, overridden, The seaworthi- 
ness of the ship was not affected 
and by preventing the unnecessary 
dismantling of the parts con- 
cerned, many valuable man-hours 
were saved. 

“Formation of joint production 
committees in every factory with 
the fullest facilities for the shop 
stewards taking full part and 
accepting joint responsibility for 
seeing plans are discussed with all 
the workers and then carried out.

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would long ago have had direct 
contact with the shop stewards. 
We could have told them not only 
what we are prepared to do but 
also what they ought to do to help 
increase production.” 
“Thousands of Hours Wasted.” 
Next came Brother Glover, a 
Manchester aircraft worker. (The 
conference report was very sparing 
in its use of first names and 
“Brother” is an old British trade 
union form of address.) 
“Thousands of hours,” he said, 
“are wasted weekly through lack 
of work. Our efforts so far have 
lacked pre-determination and there 
have been few evidences, at least 
manifest to us, of intelligent plan- 
ning. Contracts have been subject 
to unexpected and extensive modi- 
fication and the allocation of ma- 
terial has never been commensur- 
able to our capacity to produce. 
“In- the aircraft industry, espe- 
cially, we cannot and will not allow 
changes of an all-in type to be a 
valid reason for extensive periods 
of idleness. Those responsible for 
planning our efforts should see 
that new types take their place in 
the lines of production before the 
old types become completely ex- 
tinct. We want to see immedi- 


| ately evidence of effective control, 


intelligent planning and a high 
standard of supervision in our fac- 
tories. Responsible ministers would 
do well to insist on the formation 
[os production committees, which 


could not in our view be success- 
|\ful unless the workers form at 
‘least an equal part of such com- 
| mittees.” ; 
Speedup in Shipyards. _. 
Brother. Stewart, a Clydebank 
shipyard worker, told the confer- 
ence how the Yard Committee had 
speeded up production, 
_ “We placed our ideas before the 
management,” he explained, “who 
were agreeable to co-operate. Some 
of the suggestions we offered have 
been away from general practice. 
For instance, if a job had a little 
previous preparation 


. by unskilled the AFL and the Ministry of 
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labor, we could produce 30 to 50 per 
cent more in our daily work. We 


and improvements made by fac- 
tory production committees. 

“Where I work,” he began, 
“when we approached the manage- 
ment on the question of produc- 
tion, they told us that our job was 
to look after the interests of the 
men—wages, conditions, etc., and 
that it was their job to look after 
roduction. Numbers of produc- 
tion committees were set up and 
questions began to pour in. And 
as a result of the initial efforts we 
were able to make we broke down 
the opposition of the management. 

“During the last fortnight a new 
production program hag been put 
into operation. Production has 
been increased by 10 per cent as 
a result of our work. The men on 
the job are beginning to get on 
their toes around these production 
committees. I and another broth- 
er went to see the management and 
were told that in the future every 
question raised in connection with 
the production should be raised 
with the management, the direc- 
tors are prepared to consider every 
complaint made by the committee 
and have it rectified.” 

For Shop Stewards’ Conference. 

Brother Dowling, a London ship 
repairer and member of a group 
of delegates who were electricians 
engaged in ship repair work, com- 
plained about the production or- 
ganization where this work was 
done. Then he proposed: 

“We suggest to the conference 
that immediately managements 
should be made to convene a meet- 
ing of shop stewards in the Port 
of London to discuss the following 
items: better working facilities; 
improvement of existing plant; or- 
ganization of production commit- 
tees; temporary relaxation of lines 
of demarcation and practices that 
are holding up production, , and 
propaganda meetings (union and 
production meetings).” | 
- Brother Roberts, from a Welsh 
Royal ordnance factory, and Rob- 
ert Saunders, a Clyde shipyard 
worker, both urged the formation 
of factory production committees 
as necessary to eliminate alleged 
inefficiency of production manage- 
ment. Saunders further recom- 
mended the establishment of area 
production committees to co-ordi- 
nate the work in the various yards 
and factories. 


Consultative Committee. 

Brother Kennedy, a _ Liverpool 
aircraft worker, describing the pro- 
duction situation in his factory, 
said: 

“The management has granted 
us a consultative committee, with 
an equal representation of em- 
ployes and those who represent 
management. It is possibly quite 
revolutionary in character, because 
we are going to deal with the ques- 
tion of production not from a 
managerial or employes’ viewpoint 
but from the viewpoint of,100 per 
cent production. This week we 
found that the management were 
very nasty to the shop stewards, 
so we called a stoppage for an 
hour; that stoppage was 100 per 
cent. I want. to say that our man- 
agement have learned their lesson 
and are kind to us now.” 

J. Eggleton, a North London air- 
craft worker, told how the men in 
his factory had tackled the produc- 
tion problem. 

“We approached the manage- 
ment,” he said, “with a view to 
setting up a joint consultative 
committee. We had a polite but 
very definite ‘no’ from the man- 
agement, with the remark that 
they only wanted one captain on 
the bridge. So we set up a pro- 
duction committee, covering the 
main sections of the factory. We 
saw that every shop and depart- 
ment elected representatives to it.” 

Management Ousted. 

Alex Geddes, of a Scottish Royal 
ordnance factory, explained how 
the workers of that factory got rid 
of an inefficient management. 

“We were convinced,” he said, 
“that the management were gross- 
ly incapable of carrying out their 
task. They refused point blank to 
discuss things with us.. We were 
able by mass pressure to bring 
Lord Beaverbrook to the factory 
and after an hour and a half's dis- 
cussion with Lord Beaverbrook, in 
the course of a few days the whole 
management was sacked.” 

These speeches which I have se 
lected give a pretty good idea of 
the whole tone of the conference 
on the question of the participa- 
tion of the workers in production 
management. Because they are 
condensed together in one article, 
however, they will probably give 
the reader an exaggerated idea of 
muddle and inefficiency in British 
industry which does not exist in 
reality. Also, I cannot guarantee 
that all of the charges and allega- 
tions made by the speakers are 
justified,

Pacific Coast Conference Coach- 
es suggested that no yardage pen- 
alty be enforced which puts the 
ball more than half way to a goal 
line from point of play. ~* 

The Coast delegation also thinks 
a player could be sent in as a sub 
without having to gain recognition 
from his captain on the field.

20 Years New 
Age Limit for 
Prep Players 


Three important changes in eli- 
gibility rules for players in Mis- 
souri’s 760 high schools have been 
adopted by members of the State 
High School Athletic Association, 
Secretary Carl Burris announced 
today. 

They provide: 

1. That the age limit for athletic 


competition shall be reduced from 
21 years to 20 years, effective Sept. 
1, 1945, in conformity with the 
practice in most other states. 

2. That a transfer student, whose 
parents do not change residence, 
may become eligible for athletics, 
without waiting a semester, upon 
written approval of the previous 
school attended. 

3. That a player may compete 
in his ninth semester if he has not 
reached the age of 19 and has not 
completed four seasons of compe- 
tition. 

A total of 299 mail ballots was 
cast on the proposals and each re- 
ceived more than the required two- 
thirds majority. 

. Two other proposals were defeat- 
ed. One would have authorized 
employment of a full-time secre- 
tary for the association and the 
other would have pitted the Class 
A and Class B basketball] cham- 
pions in a final game for the State 
title. 

Burris announced registration 
for regional basketball tournaments 
would begin in about 10 days. The 
association’s board of control will 
meet Jan. 24 to assign teams to 
regions, select the regional sites 
and determine where the State 
championship finals will be held 
March 12, 13 and 14.

President Roosevelt has an- 
nounced that several Federal 
agencies will be moved from Wash- 
ington to other cities. One of 
these, the Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice, was designated for Chicago. 

Leading the belated fight against 
taking this branch of the Federal 
service from the capital is J. N. 
(Ding) Darling, often referred to 
as the “Nation’s No. 1 Conserva- 
tionist.” As his first assistant Dar- 
ling has appointed J. Hammond 
Brown, president of the Outdoor 
Writers’ Association of America. 


The chief arguments against 
moving the agency are that contact 
will be lost with other bodies, such 
as the agricultural divisions, the 
Department of Forestry and the 
Department of Interior; that sev- 
eral expert technicians who are 
considered the best in their par- 
ticular fields have announced they 
would resign rather .than leave 
their homes; that contact will be 
lost with the nation’s lawmakers 
and, that there are adequate facili- 
ties within 40 miles of Washington 
which would be better than Chi- 
cago, 

The first and the last points 
seem best taken. To effect an 
efficient system it is certainly 
plausible that the game and fish 
experts be handy to discuss certain 
problems of soil erosion, reforesta- 
tion and kindred topics. And the 
Patuxent Game Refuge, about 25 
miles from Washington, 
would make an ideal headquarters, 
in the objectors’ view. 

Darling’s first thought along this 
point is that dormitories could be 
erected on the refuge for the work- 
ers and that experimental areas 
could be established, all within a 
30-minute drive of the Capitol.

“But at no time did we look at 
the total situation realistically 
enough to create the conditions 
upon which real independence and 
freedom—real security and oppor- 
tunity—must depend. We built for 
peace in an ivory tower.” 

Assails Pacifism. 

McNutt, former Governor Gener- 


_,al of the Philippines, warned edu- 


cators to abondon that tower and 
“puerile pacifism”—to realize that 


“Singapore is a road to American 


victory” that must be kept open 
“at all costs.” 

“You, universities and colleges, 
with all your resources will help to 
keep the road through Singapore 
McNutt declared. “With 
their lives in many cases your stu- 
dents and mine will defend it.” 

The need for “intelligent defer- 


“ment of necessary men” is greater 


now than before the war, said Brig. 
Gen. Lewis, B. Hershey, national 


director of selective service. 


The armed forces must be sup- 
plied with the men they need, he 
said but “many of us do not see 
the necessity of a man doing any- 
thing other than detonating a ma- 
chine of war. I am interested, as 
last year, in deferring the men 
that we must train and need. I am

Sunday, Dec, 28-— Undefended 
Manila raided by Japanese airmen 
for second successive day with 
heavy damage; casualties fewer 
than in Saturday’s attack. Gen. 
MacArthur’s headquarters reports 
valiant resistance against increas- 
ing pressure of invaders in Atimo- 
nan sector, southeast of capital; 
little change on northern front. 
President Roosevelt, in message to 
Filipinos, gives pledge that their 
“freedom will be redeemed and in- 
dependence establisfied and pro- 
tected.” Navy statement declares 
fleet is intensively engaged in cam- 
paign which will result in “posi- 
tive assistance” to Philippines. 
Dutch airport at Medan, Sumatra, 
attacked by Japanese flyers; Brit- 
ish report repulsing Japanese with 
heavy losses in Chemor area of 
North Malaya. Sinking of two U. 
S. freighters by submarines in the 
Pacific Dec. 17 is disclosed with 
arrival of 25 survivors at Honolulu. 
Russians report pushing Germans 
back on 180-mile front along south- 
ern flank of the Moscow defense 
arc. 


Monday, Dec. 29—Philippine de- 
fenders consolidate forces in Pam- 
panga Province, north of Manila, 
shortening their lines, as Japanese 
receive’ heavy reinforcements; 
large losses on both sides; new 
threat developing in southern sec- 
tor, with invaders reported at 
Luisiana, 46 miles southeast of 
Manila; Corregidor fortress bombed 
for two hours. Navy announced 
United States submarines have 
sunk a transport and supply vessel 
in Far Bast. Japanese claim cap- 
ture of Ipoh, tin mining center in 
Northwest Malaya, and British ad- 
mit invaders have pressed south 
of that point. Tokyo also reports 
seizure of Kuching, Sarawak; and 
British confirm its loss. Dutch 
claim bomb hit on enemy trans- 
port off Sarawak. London dis- 
closes raid Saturday by British 
Commandos, supported by naval 
units and R. A. F., on two Nazi 
island bases north of Bergen, Nor- 
way, reports eight enemy ships 
sunk, Nazi garrison wiped out and 
95 prisoners taken. Moscow an- 
nounces new advances on both 
flanks of Moscow front, declares 
danger to ¢apital has been lifted; 
also reveals series of conferences 
between Foreign Secretary Eden 
and Premier Stalin in which 
“utter defeat” of Nazis was 
pledged. Germans report damag- 
ing Soviet battleship by artillery 
fire at Leningrad, sinking trans- 
port in Kerch Strait in South 
Russia. British forces battle re- 
treating Axis troops in Agedabia 
(Libya) area, 


Tuesday, Dec. 30—Japanese in- 
vaders advance in southeast Luzon, 
apparently seeking junction of 
forces at San Pablo, 35 air miles 
from Manila; Gen. MacArthur 
urges retaliatory measures “at 
proper time” against Japan for 
bombing of defenseless capital; 
Army discloses 27 deaths and in- 
jury ta 80 in air attack on Cor- 
regidor fortress; Navy -announces 
Japanese vessels, presumably sub- 
marines, are believed to be in vi- 
cinity of Kodiak, Alaska; martial 
law declared in Singapore after 
four night bombing attacks are 
beaten off. Russia says its troops 
have reoccupied Kerch, on east 
tip of Crimea peninsula, and Fe- 
odosiya 55 miles farther west in 
counteroffensive protecting Cau- 
casus; Nazis claim to have sunk 
Soviet destroyer and damaged a 
cruiser in the Black Sea. British 
in Libya report knocking out 42 
Axis tanks in battle south of Age- 
dabia. R. A. F. raids Brest after 
heavy Nazi assault on British 
northeast coast. Prime Minister 
Churchill tells Canadian Parlia- 
ment final phase of war must be 
invasion of “the citadel and home- 
land of the guilty powers both in 
Europe and Asia.” Sinking of 
6275-ton American freighter Saga- 
dahoc in Atlantic Dec. 3 by Nazi 
submarine, with loss of one life, 
is disclosed with arrival of sur- 
vivors at New York. 


Wednesday, Dec. 31—United States 
Far Hast Army puts up strong re- 
sistance to invaders of Philippines, 
inflicting heavy losses; but admits 
being pushed back north and south 
of Manila, where enemy dive-bomb- 
ers control air over roads; Jap- 
anese using tanks and armored 
units in force. British spokesman 
says Singapore defenders count on 
United States naval aid. Japanese 
planes raid scattered areas of 
Dutch Indies, destroyers shell Me- 
nado, Island of Celebes, 
slight. Tokyo reports sinking of 
destroyer and three large vessels 
in Manila Bay in Monday’s air raid, 
says British-American casualties 
totai 12,000 through Dec, 25. Hit- 
jer, in New Year's message, de- 
clares Russia will be crushed in 
1942, calls on God to “rescue” Nazis 


and allies. Stalin commends Cri- 


mean commanders, calls for expul- 
sion of all Germans from penin- 
sula. British Libyan forces report 
smashing more Nazi armored units 
in fierce fight south of Agedabia. 
Venezuela severs diplomatic rela- 
tions with Axis powers. 


Thursday, Jan. 1—Russians an- 
nounce smashing victory on central 
front, report recapture of strategic 
Kaluga 110 miles southwest of Mos- 
cow, rout of 16 German divisions 
embracing six army corps, seizure 
of much military equipment; de- 
clare Nazi Gen, Heinz Guderian’s 
tank army has been smashed. Hit- 
ler said to have flown to central 
front from Kiev headquarters, In 
Philippines, Gen. MacArthur con- 
solidates troops defending Manila 
on north and south fronts into one 
force; heavy fighting continues, 
with indications that fall of capital 
is imminent. Army discloses that 
Japanese warcraft, presumably 
submarines, shelled three islands 
of Hawaii group Dec. 30 without 
inflicting serious damage. British 
Malayan forces engage Japanese in 
Kuantan region. British Middle 
East forces attack Axis units iso- 
lated in Bardia-Halfaya area; R. 
A. F. discloses bombing campaign 
against Nazi bases in Greece and 
on Crete. London announces re- 
cent raid on Lofoten islands off 
Norway by Commandos and Allied 
forces, disruption of enemy sea 
communications and capture of a 
number of prisdners. 


Friday, Jan. 2 — Manila falls, 
American forces evacuate nearby 
Cavite naval base and take up 
strong positions north of capital, 
retain Manila Bay fortifications 
and Corregidor fortress. Chinese 
troops enter Burma and join com- 
mand of Gen. Sir Archibald Wav- 
ell who, Canberra reports say, will 
be named generalissimo of Allied 
forces in Pacific. American fleet 
units join Dutch Navy; one United 
States warship, attacked by Jap- 
aneserplanes in Indies waters, es- 
capes serious damage, Netherlands 
high command reports. United 
States, Britain, Russia, China and 
22 other new world and old world 
nations sign anti-Axis solidarity 
pact pledging use of all resources 
against enemies and barring sep- 
arate armistice or peace.

REORGANIZED WABASH TURNED 
OVER TO NEW CORPORATION 


Order by Judge Davis, However, 
Leaves Fiscal Affairs in 
Hands of Receivers. 


An order formally turning over 
the reorganized Wabash railway 
system to the new corporation 
which purchased it at court sale 
Dec. 1 was signed yesterday by 
United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis. It makes the 
transfer effective as of midnight, 
Dec. 31, 

Under the order the new com- 
pany, known as the Wabash Rail- 
road Co., assumes full operating 
control and management, Fiscal 
affairs® however, are to remain in 
the hands of the two receivers, 
Norman B. Pitcairn and John C. 
Nicodemus Jr., and under the 
court’s jurisdiction pending com- 
pletion of financing arrangements 
and until further order of the 
court. Pitcairn is president of the 
new company. 

The reorganization reduces the 
capital obligations of the system 
from $330,759,265 to $192,647,795, 
and annual fixed charges from $7,- 
391,362 to $2,558,418. Capital stock 
of the old corporation, the Wabash 
Railway Co., of which the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad owned 49 per 
cent, is wiped out, but the Penn- 
sylvania was permitted jn the re- 
organization plan to purchase a 
majority of the stock of the new 
company. A special stockholders’ 
meeting will be held soon to name 
15 directors of the new corpora- 
tion, 


PAROLED BANK ROBBER GETS 
5-YEAR FEDERAL SENTENCE 


Judge Says He Will Not Recom- 
mend Conditional Freedom From 
New Penalty. 


After serving five years in a 
State prison under a 10-year sen- 
tence for bank robbery, Cecil Clyde 
Crocker of Banner, Mo., was sen- 
tenced here yesterday to five years 
in a Federal penitentiary on his 
plea of guilty to a Federal indict- 
ment in the same case. 

The second sentence wags im- 
posed by United States District 
Judge Charles B, Davis, who re- 
marked that he would not rec- 
ommend parole. Crocker, 29 years 
old, recently had been paroled from 
the original sentence of Circuit 
Court at Union, Mo. 

Oct. 20, 1937, Crocker robbed the 
Belgrade (Mo) Bank of $508, 
threatening the cashier, H. C, Ak- 
ers, with a revolver. Crocker was 
not recognized because he was dis- 
guised in his mother’s clothing, but 
he was traced by his automobile li- 
cense plates and arrested 24 hours 
after the robbery.

THE NEW ‘LABYRINTH 


Presents ‘Also ‘The Magic 
Swan’ and ‘Seventh 
Symphony.’

“The Magic Swan” to music by 
Tschaikowsky and “The Seventh 
Symphony” of Beethoven were the 
chief numberg on the program 
presented by the Ballet Russe de 
Monte Carlo yesterday afternoon in 
the Municipal Auditorium. This 
was the second performance in the 
series of four being given here by 
the ballet in conjunction with the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra and 
like the opening performance it of- 
fered a contrast between the’old- 
fashioned ballet-pageant in the 
style of Petipa and Massine’s kinet- 
ic representation of certain ab- 
stract conceptions. 

In “The Magic Swan” the audi- 
ence was provided with a sequel 
to the “Swan Lake” of delightful ; 
memories. Actually it was little 
more than a series of divertisse- 
ments, tied together by a roman- 
tic wisp of a plot, in which a 
group of principals and a consid- 
erable number of the corps de bal- 
let exhibited their skill and tem- 
perament. Chief among these was

usual lightness and exactitude and 
Igor Youskevitch who combined a 
consistent finish with a great deal 
of emotion, Miadova and Volkoff 
also scored in the Dance Espagnol 
and the performance as a whole 
was on a high level.

Seventh Symphony. 

In the eBethoven symphony the 
ideas symbolized by the choreogra- 
phy were naturally those of Mr. 
Massine and it is doubtful that any 
other living person would register 
the same impressions upon hearing 
Beethoven’s music. As a conse- 
quence those members of the audi- 
ence who didn’t memorize the pro- 
gram notes could only guess at the 
meanings and derived their chief 
pleasure from the shifting aspects 
of the stage picture. Much of Mas- 
sine’s composition was arresting 
and beautiful, for which much 
credit should go to the corps de 
ballet for a nicely integrated and 
rhythmically free-swinging per- 
formance. The outstanding indi- 
vidual artists were Tamara Tou- 
manova whose extraordinary facial 
beauty and artistic control made 
her-the center of interest whenever 
she was on the stage; Frederic 
Franklin, who matched his easy 
grace with a healthy masculine 
quality; Milada Miadova, Loubov 
Roudenko and Igor Youskevitch. 
Efrem Kurtz conducted with firm- 
ness and solidity or the rather 
deliberate tempos required by Mr. 
Massine. 


“Prince Igor” Full of Fervor. 


The program was concluded with 
the familiar “Prince Igor” dances 
by Borodin, The dances still had 
a contagious excitement bordering 
sometime on frenzy and excellent 
performances were given by Andre 
Eglevsky, Tatiana Orlova, Anna 
Scarpova and the whole corps de 
ballet, 

The evening program was fea- 
tured by the new production “La- 
byrinth” a reworking of the The- 
seus and Ariadne myth to music 
by Franz Schubert, choreography 
by Massine and libretto scenery 
and costumes by Salvador Dall. 

The union of Dali and Schubert 
is surely one of the most flagrant 
examples of artistic miscegenation 
ever consummated. The innocence 
of Schubert has about as little in 
common with Dali’s festering im- 
agination as Peter Pan with Bill 
Sykes. But having said that, one 
must immediately add that the 
ballet was remarkable in every re- 
spect and was by far the most pro- 
vocative, the most fascinating and 
undoubtedly the most controver- 
sial of the present season. 


Artist Can’t Be Ignored. 

In order to approach it without 
prejudice one had to remove from 
the mind al] the usual associations 
of Schubert’s C Major symphony. 
Indeed a successful technique for 
listening necessitated the with- 
drawal of one’s auditory percep- 
tions from all but the rhythm and 
the dynamics. Then the full 
strength of the masterly painting 
in the decors could be appreciated, 
as well as the flaming fancy ex- 
hibited. in the costumes. These 
demonstrated anew the complete 
authority of this sensational artist 
in the realm of design and color. 

Whether he is a serious artist 
in the sense of being sincere is a 
secondary matter. He may be ab- 
solutely sincere and more than a 
little mad or he may be pulling 
his own leg with his tongue in 
both cheeks at the same time. But 
he can’t be ignored by even the 
most literal minded member of 
his audience, 

Massine’s choreography was 
closely related in spirit and in 
outward form to the decors and 
the execution of the ballet was a 
highly and consistently 
expressive. All of the principals 
performed with an assurance that 
bespoke long and careful rehears- 
ing and the two leading roles 
were performed creditably 
Toumonova and Igor Youskevitch. 
Mr. Kurtz conducted thg orches- 
tra in time a little too strict for 
a full realization of the sym- 
phony’s beauty but it was well 
adapted to the needs of the stage 
action,

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Dutch Had Their Warships at Sea 
Week Before Pacific War Began 


They Say Jap Ship Movements Left No Room 
for Doubt—Submarine Survivor Tells. 
of Sinking 4 Transports. 


‘BATAVIA, Jan. $,~-Beenuse pa- 
trol planes saw that Japanese war- 
ships and loaded transports al- 
ready were “sailing up and down 
the entrance of the Gulf of Siam,” 
Dutch warships were ordered to 
sea as long ago as Nov. 30, while 
United States-Japanese negotia- 
tions still were under way, it was 
disclosed officially tonight. 

The disclosure came in a report 
by Aneta, official Netherlands 
East Indies news agency, which 
said the navy was ordered into 
action because Indies authorities 
“did not trust the game the Jap- 
anese were playing” at the confer- 
ence table. 

Aneta released the story of the 
only surviving member of a Dutch 
submarine which torpedoed four 
heavily laden Japanese transports 
off the Malayan coast the day aft- 
er the Indies\and Japan went to 
war. The submarine was lost 
after hitting a mine in the South 


Reports which had been coming 
in from the seas where Nether- 
lands Indies planes had been pa- 
trolling for four years left no 
room for, misunderstanding, said 
the official report. 

Quartermaster C. De Wolf, sur- 
vivor of the Dutch submarine, re- 
lated that his vessel had been or- 
dered to proceed to the Gulf of 
Siam. 

On the night before the attack 
on Honolulu, the submarine sight- 
ed two blacked-out Japanese de- 
stroyers. They swept the sea with 
their searchlights but the subma- 
underneath the destroyers. Al- 
out, Quartermaster De Wolf said 
his shipmates expected to hear the 
explosion of depth charges at any 
moment. However nothing hap- 
pened and the next day the Dutch 
crew hear@ a wireless report that 
they were at war with Japan. 

That night, the Dutch submarine 
sighted an enemy transport but 
distance and heavy showers made 
a successful attack impossible. At 
5 a. m., De Wolf said, the chase 
was given up and when daylight 
came the submarine dived and 
waited until darkness. 

Trailed Transport. 

When the submarine again ap- 
proached the surface it sighted a 
Japanese transport steaming 
toward Patani, on the east coast 
of Malaya just south of the Thai- 
land border. The submarine fol- 
lowed the enemy ship with only 
its periscope above water until the 
sea became so shallow that it had 
to surface. 

The enemy slowly sailed into the 
bay, De Wolf related, while the 
submarine picked its way care- 
fully to a mudbank. From there 
it sighted three additional heavily- 
laden enemy transports lying at 
anchor in the bay. 

“Orders were given to man the 
bow and starboard torpedo tubes 
while the boat slowly continued to 
make way,” De Wolf said. “As we 
were in two and one-half fathoms 
of water it was impossible to dive. 
The commander maneuvered into 
position and six explosions fol- 


rine already had dived and passed.

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Personalities Likely to De- 
cide Many of Contests 
for 34 Senate Posts, All 
House Seats. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP).— 
With the war going a long way 
toward making political bedfel- 
lows out of Democrats and Repub- 
licans, legislators predicted today 
that the results of this year’s con- 
gressional elections would be de- 
termined by personalities rather 
than issues. 

Senators Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and 
Maryland, said 
in separate interviews that they 
did not believe party affiliations 
would mean as much next Novem- 
ber as they have in the past, add- 
ing that the war had removed 
many of the issues which ordi- 
narily would figure in the contests. 


“Both parties will be for prose- 
cuting the war to the fullest ex- 
tent of the nation’s ability, and 
both will support an all-out pro- 
duction program,” Taft said. 


For Constructive Criticism. 


He added that he thought Re- 
publicans were justified in any 
constructive criticism they might 
be able to make of the war effort, 
but he intimated he thought that 
was not likely to become a major 
issue unless the administration’s 
program gave clear signs of bog- 
ging down. 

“The way to win control of the 
House will be to put up better 
candidates than the other party,” 
he declared. 

Tydings said he expected few 
shifts in the majority and minority 
lineups of the House and Senate, 
barring unforseen developments 
in the next 10 months. 

“As conditions now stand,” he 
said, “I don’t see any clear cut 
issue ahead. Almost everybody 
will be standing for the same 
thing—to win the war—and per- 
sonalities are likely to decide 
many of the.races.” 

Thirty-four Senate seats will be 
involved in the November voting. 
Of these, 24 now are held by Dem- 
ocrats, nine by Republicans and 
one by an independent, Senator 
Norris of Nebraska. Norris has 
said he would not run again, but 
many of his friends hope to per- 
suade him to change this decision. 

Democrats Talk of Gains. 

All of the House seats will be 
at stake. Some Democrats who 
feared a few weeks ago that the 
Republicans might make heavy in- 
roads in the House altered their 
calculations after the Japanese at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor and now 
are talking of gaining instead of 
losing. ; 

Representative Joseph W. Mar- 
tin of Massachusetts, national Re- 
publican chairman and leader of 
the *House minority, declined to 
make any predictions about No- 
vember results. Several months 
ago he had said the Republicans 
stood a good chance of gaining 
control of the House. 

“It would be foolish to make 
any guesses now, because 50 
many things could happen be- 
tween now and next November,” 
he said. 

Declaring that this*was no time 
for “abuse or criticism,” Martin 
said Republicans would reserve 
the right to call attention to any 
mistakes that might be made in 
the war effort. 


AMERICAN CAR CO. RECEIVES 
$4,000,000 ORDER FROM L.&N. 


Atlantic Coast Line Also Orders 
800 Box Cars at $2,500,000; 
Total of 4550 in Year. 

The Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road has placed orders with the 
American Car and Foundry Co. of 
St. Louis for 750 hopper cars, 500 
box cars and 100 special hopper 
cars, at a cost of about $4,000,000, 
it was announced yesterday by 
John Fitzgerald, L. & N. superin- 
tendent here. - 

An order was also placed by an 


allied railroad, Atlantic Coast Line, 


for 800 box cars at a cost of $2,- 
500,000. Delivery of 500 hopper 
cars and 500 box cars to the L. 
& N. by the American Car and 
Foundry Co. has just been com- 
pleted. 

Freight cars ordered or deliv- 
ered by the car company to the 
L. & N. and the Atlantic Coast 
Line during 1941 totaled 4550 cars, 
costing about $12,750,000, Fitzger- 
ald said.

COAL FIRM WINS SUIT 
FOR ILLINOIS OIL LAND 


Judge Upholds Its Rights to 40 
Acres Producing $50,000 
a Month. 


DANVILLE, Ill, Jan. 3 (AP).— 
United States District Judge Wal- 
ter C. Lindley held today that the 
Chicago, Wilmington & Franklin 
Coal Co. possessed oil rights to 
40 acres of Franklin County lana 
now producing an estimated $50,- 
000 monthly in oil. 

The company brought the suit 
against John Jilek and Vernon 
Howell, from whom it leased the 
land, to determine whether oil 
rights as well as coal rights were 
included in the transactions. 

The land involved was original- 
ly leased in 1905 by the parents of 
Robert Q. Simpson, who inter- 
vened in the guit. Simpson was 
accused of “fraud” and “deliberate 
false testimony” in Judge Lind- 
ley’s memorandum. 

Simpson offered a 1905 option 
in evidence to support his claim 
that his parents leased only coal 
rights to the land, but Judge Lind- 
ley’s memorandum said the doc- 
ument had been typed on a 
machine not in existence that year. 


NURSE PERISHES, EIGHT OTHERS 
ARE HURT IN PITTSBURGH FIRE 


Fourteen Egcape From Two Room- 
ing Houses by Leaps and 
Through Rescue Efforts. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 3 (AP). 


—A nurse perished and eight per- 
sons, including four nurses and a 


fireman, were injured today, in a 
four-alarm fire which swept a 
three-story rooming house near the 
Western Pennsylvania Hospital, 
one of Pittsburgh’s largest. 

The dead nurse was Marie Ga- 
briel, 40 years old. Most seriously 
injured were Marie Butler and 
Genevieve Driestadt, the latter al- 
so a murse. The three women lived 
in the building where the fire 
started, ° 

Flames leaping across an area- 
way ignited an adjoining rooming 
house. Fourteen persens escaped 
from the two brick buildings by 
spectacular leaps from upper story 
windows and through rescue. ef-

GOLSCHMANN SEES CONTINUING 
DEMAND FOR GOOD MUSIC 


St. Louis Symphony Conductor Re- 
calls That Concert Attendances 
Rose in Last War. 

The demand for good music will 
continue to rise in war time, Vlad- 
imir Golschmann, conductor of the 
St.. Louis Symphony Orchestra, 
said in a radio interview on the 
Adult Education Council program 
on station KSD yesterday. 

“This view is based partly on 
the experiences during the first 
World War,” Golschmann said, 
“when concert attendances went 
up in amazing proportions. It is 
also based on the well known fact 
that in the past 25 years, through 
the schools and by means of radio 
and recordings, there has been a 
big increase in the appreciation 
of music.” 

Golschmann said he was pleased 
with the large number of soldiers 
who attended the weekly con- 


icerts here. 


Two Youths Saved After Plunging 


Off Icy Cliff Trail; 


in Snow 18 Hours 


PASADENA, Cal., Jan. 3 (AP).— 
Two youths who fel] from an icy 
trail in the mountains north of 
here — only a few hundred feet 

t unknown to each other— 
were rescued by sheriff's deputies 
and forest rangers today. 

The pair, William Swinimer, 14 
years old, Pasadena, and Dick 
Cayer, 17, Arcadia, are in a hospi- 
tal, Swinimer seriously hurt. Both 
suffered greatly from exposure. 

They lay in the snow and ice 
nearly 18 hours before. rescue 
parties reached them at the bot- 
tom of a 600-foot cliff. 

Swinimer was a member of one

CHINESE SAY IAPS 
HAVE LOST 22000 
MEN IW THO DAYS 


Chungking Asserts Hill 
Was Strewn With Dead 
Invaders Trying to Take 
Changsha. 


|, CHUNGKING, China, Jan. 3 


(AP).—Japanese forces waging a 
costly and losing battle for Chang- 
sha, Hunan Province capital, were 
reported by the Chinese to have 
lost 7000 men today for a two-day 
total of 22,000 invaders killed or 
wounded. 


The Chinese Central News Agen- 
cy said that since yesterday, when 
the Japanese were declared to have 
lost 15,000 killed alone, the in- 
vaders have made 10 desperate 
charges against three of Chang- 
sha’s gates only to be hurled back 
bloodily by the Chinese defenders. 

Slopes of the nearby Miaokao- 
feng hill, it added, were. littered 
with Japanese dead after the fu- 
tile charges, led by a Japanesse. 
regimental commander. 

As today’s battle raged Japanese 
planes rained incendiary bombs 
over crowded sections of Changsha. 

The Chinese said Japanese planes 
dropped food and ammunition to 
Japanese troops in the Changsha 
area, indicating the Chinese flank 
attacks which cut Japanese lines 
and communications in several 
places also threatened their rear. 

Changsha, a city of 300,000 pop- 
ulation, has dy twice defeated 
Japanese attempts to capture and 
hold it, in October, 1939 and Sep- 
tember, 1941. 

(The Japanese have announced 
that they occupied Changsha Fri- 
day night but a Tokyo military 
spokesman said they “may not oc- 
cupy it permanently” because they 
had achieved their. purpose - of 
smashing Chinese strength there.)

The American Red Cross assured 
J. M, Elizalde, Philippine resid«nt 
commissioner, today that it was . > 
ing its utmost to aid sufferers in 
the islands. 

“Special consideration ‘was given 
to the plight of the Philippine leper 
colony on the island: of Culion, in 
the southern part of the Archipel- 
ago,” Elizalde said after a_ visit 
from representatives of Norman H. 
Davis, chairman of the Red Cross. 

He said the institution might 
soon find itself without adequate 
food supplies.

16 Weeks of Drill for Instructors

The course for Negroes will 
start Wednesday at Sumner High 
School.

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Nazis Seem on Brink of Disaster 
At Mozhaisk Where Red Pincers 
Are Closing in, Ma }. Eliot Says 


Both Lines of Retreat for Large Forces in 
Danger—Complete Relief of Lenin- 
grad Also Shaping Up.

The major development of the 


Russian campaign appears to be 
the probable encirclement of con- 
siderable German forces in the re- 
gion of Mozhaisk. North of Moz- 
haisk, the Russians, having retak-. 
en Volokolamsk and Staritsa, start- 
ed a double advance directed on 
the rail junction of Rzhev, the 
northern terminus of a branch rail- 
way from Vyazma connecting two 
main line railways leading into 
Moscow. If Rzhev should fall, the 
German troops in the Mozhaisk 
sector would have only a single 
line of retreat, the main road and 
its paralleling railway through 
Borodino to Vyazma. 

But even this line is now im- 
periled by the fall of Maloyarosia- 
vets, following upon that of Kaluga. 
These points are south of Moz- 
haisk and the Russians are report- 
ed pressing northwestward to com- 
plete the encirclement of the Ger- 
mans. It seems quite possible that 
the Germans may have stayed in 
Mozhaisk too long and that they 
may be on the brink of the most 
serious single disaster yet to befall 
German arms in Russia. 

a Area. 

In the Lenin area, new Rus- 
sian advances are imperiling the 
German hold on Novgorod, north 
of Lake Ilmen, and on Staraya 
Russa, south of that lake. The fall 
of these two points would necessi- 
tate a considerable German retire- 
ment and would probably break the 
German hold on their last remain- 
ing portion of the Leningtad-Mos- 


cow railway, which is now entirely 


in Russian hands except for the 
part immediately outside Lenin- 
grad itself. Should this occur, it 
is difficult to see how the Germans 
could maintain themselves in the 
vicinity of Leningrad, and they 
would probably have to fall back to 
lines immediately east and north 
of Lake Peipus, 

The effect of a retirement from 
the immediate vicinity of Lenin- 
grad would be of considerable im- 
portance. It would make it very 
difficult for the Germans to main- 
tain themselves in Finland, and 
would lend great force to any pres- 
sure which the American Govern- 
ment might bring to bear on the 
Finns to make peace on the basis 
of the restoration of their old fron- 
tiers. With Finland again neutral, 
the Murmansk railway would be 
free of any serious threat at a 
time when every route of supply 
for the Russian army is of the 
greatest possible importance. Those 
sections of Swedish opinion which 
are becoming more and more pro- 
Ally would be greatly encouraged 
by the fact that a pro-Ally atti- 
tude would no longer imply hostili- 
ty to Finland. Finally, Murmansk 
might then become a base from 
which Russian naval forces could 
support British operations on the 
Norwegian coast. It should be re- 
membered that the farther the 
Germans are pushed back from 
Leningrad the greater becomes 
the freedom of action of the Rus- 
sian Baltic fleet, and the stronger 
the naval forces which the Ger- 
mans have to keepin the Gulf of 
Finland the less they can do to at- 
tack the Atlantic shipping lanes. 

Red Gains e. 

South of Kaluga, a new Russian 
offensive appears to be develop- 
ing in the Oka River sector, The 
ultimate objective of this opera- 
tion may very well be Bryansk; 
the Russians are a long way from 
Bryansk yet, however, and this 
is very likely a holding attack 
intended to prevent a German 
counter-attack from Bryansk 


against the left flank of the Rus- 
sian forces moving northwestward 
from Kaluga. . 

There appears to be little change 
on the remainder of front all 
the way down to the Sea of Azov, 
though there have been some hints 
in recent dispatches that the Rus- 
sians may be thinking of a recap- 
ture of Kharkov. | 

There is, however, one other 
Russo-German theater of opera- 
tions which is of great interest, 
the Crimea. 

Here the Russians, having forced 
the Kerchenski Strait, have re- 
taken Kereh and Feodosia from 
the Germans. The Germans report 
attacks by their air force on Rus- 
sian troop ships engaged in land- 
ing forces at Feodosia, indicating 
that Russian troops at that point 
are being reinforced by sea, and 
the Germans admit that these 
Russian forces are on the offen- 
sive. An advance from Feodosia 
along the road to Simferopol 
or one northwestward along the 
railroad toward the Perekop Isth- 
mus, would eut off the German 
army engaged in the siege of Se- 
vastopol. The situation in the 
Crimea is, therefore, extremely 
perilous for the Germans, who 
must stop this new Russian ad- 
vance by bringing in additional 
troops, or must withdraw from the 
Crimea altogether while they still 
hold the isthmus. 

Strategical Problems. 

Here again, aside from the pos- 
sibility of a serious German. dis- 
aster, there are strategic consider- 
ations of a far-reaching nature to 
be taken into account. The re- 
covery of the Crimea by the Rus- 
sians would put Russian air bases 
only 100 miles from the Rumanian 
coast, and the result would cer- 
tainly be constant disturbances in 
the Balkans aided by Russian air- 
craft and parachutists. The Rus- 
sian Black Sea fleet, regaining the 
free use of Sevastopol, would be 
able to exercise its former domi- 
nance in the western part of the 
Black Sea, and this could not fail 
to be extremely reassuring to the 
Turks in case a German attack 
is launched nst that country. 

It should be clearly understood 
that most of the foregoing pos- 
sibilities are as yet highly uncer- 
tain. We are here examining the 
results which the Russians may 
obtain if they are able to keep on 
with their remarkable .counter- 
offensive. 

Certainly the Russians have 
shown sound military judgment 
in concentrating their efforts on 
their European front so far. The 
gains, actual, and prospective, 
which they may now contemplate 
are an amply sufficient justifica- 
tion of that policy. However, 
when the point is reached at 
which the Russian High Com- 
mand may feel itself reasonably 
secure in the West, that is, when 
a German offensive return seems 
no longer an immediate possibility, 
then the Russians may cease to re- 
gard their Far Eastern forces as 
potential reserves for the Euro- 
pean front. At that point, pro- 
vided the development of the Far 
Eastern war.on other fronts of- 
fers a favorable opportunity, the 
Russians may find it advisable to 
take the offensive against the 
Japanese. If the latter are then 
over-extended in their efforts to 
the south and east, such a Rus- 
sian stroke might well be decisive. 

Thus we see that events in the 
vicinity of Central Russian vil- 
lages, whose very names we did 
not know before war brought them 
into prominence, may affect the 
outcome of a campaign in the Pa- 
cific Ocean, a third of the way 
around the world to the east. This 
is truly a world war in which we 
are engaged. 


COUNTY ALLOTTED 
ONE TIRE TO RATION 
25 PCT. AT A TIME 


Manila, Utah, However, Is 
Used to Meeting Emer- 


gencies. 


MANILA, Utah, Jan. 3 (AP).— 
While not in the war zone, this 
Utah town is not without its 
troubles. 

The recent tire rationing order 
allotted one tire to Daggett Coun- 
ty, reputedly the only county in 
the- United States without an in- 
corporated town, and jnstructions 
provide that “not more than 25 
per cent of the allotment may be 
issued in any one week.” 

The county rationing board is 
wondering how it can follow in- 
structions, 4 

Manila’s 465 people, however, are 
used to meeting emergencies. 

Manila, the county seat, has 
neither doctor, lawyer nor dentist, 
and is served by neither train nor 
bus: Journeys to other parts of 
Utah must be made through ad- 
joining Wyoming over routes often 
blocked by storms. 

County commissioners received 
$5 a month and the same man 
serves as clerk, recorder, treasurer 
and auditor. : 

Although the-county has the

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HEALTH CLINIC OPENED 
BY GARMENT WORKERS 


Provides. AFL Union’s Mem- 
bers With Medical Insur- 
ance at Low Cost. 


A clinic and medical facilities 
designed to serve at low-cost 7500 
members of the AFL International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers Union in 
St. Louis and -within 150-mile 
radius has been placed in opera- 
tion at regional headquarters of 
the union, 110 North Ninth street. 

Patterned after the Health In- 
stitute of the union in New York, 
it contains some additional feq- 
tures and is designed not only to 
improve health conditions among 
the families of union members but 
to provide group medical insur- 
ance. 


Meyer Perlstein, international 
vice-president of the union, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that several hundred persons had 
visited the clinic since its formal 
opening New Year’s day. A staff 
of physicians and surgeons is in at- 
tendance Monday, Wednesday, 
and Friday nights while a nurse, 
employed by the union, is on duty 
daily until 7 p. m. 

A nominal membership fee of $1 
a month provides for regular 
health examinations and clinical 


services. Those who do not pay, 


this voluniary fee, Perlstein said, 
are offered the facilities at nom- 
inal rates. 

Home visits are made at a 
charge of $1 and the cost of op- 
erations has been greatly reduced. 
Arrangements are being made for 
group hospitalization. Dental servy- 
ice also is afforded. 

Initial interviews with visitors to 
the clinic, it was stated, indicate 
many families neglected needed 
physical examinations and care 
because of the expense. From a 
business standpoint, the union 
hopes to reduce loss of time and 
pay by improving the health of its 
members.

Not since the retreat of Napoleon 
from Moscow in 1812, has there 
been so dramatic a reverse. Wheth- 


er it becomes a disaster fatal to 
Hitler’s dreams probably will be de- 
termined in the next three months, 
when the winter really becomes se- 
vere on the Russian plains; when 
40-below-zero temperatures freeze 
men in their tracks. 

It was indicated today that both 
the Russians and the British are 
alive to this. 

Observers in London confidently 
forecast that the British would 
time a sudden, vigorous offensive 
in Western Europe as the Germans 
are attempting to renew their pro- 
jected offensive against the Rus- 
sians in the spring. 

British strategy, which probably 
will be closely integrated with So- 
viet operations, will be greatly af- 
fected by the outcome of the winter 
operations not only in Russia, but 
in Africa as well. 


No Hespite for Hitler. 
The Soviet radio has declared 
that it is of greatest importance 
not to give the Germans a breath- 


ing space now, and predicted a de- 
cisive defeat of the Nazis by the 
Red Army this year. Izvestia, the 
Government organ, which preVious- 
ly has talked only of driving the 
Germans out of Russia, suddenly 
raised its sights and asserted: 

“We must force the Germans to 
retreat until Germany bécomes the 
battlefield.” —— 

That the Nazis realize there may 
be some such possibility is indicat- 
ed by unverified reports by way 
of Stockholm, that the Germans 
are building a line of fortifications 
in Poland. These once were started 
along the border between German- 
occupied and Russian-occupied Po- 
land during the period of German- 
Russian “co-operation.” Presum- 
ably work was stopped on them 
when the Germans drove deep into 
Russia. 

Another line of fortifications was 
reported from Stockholm to be un- 
der way along the old Polish-Rus- 
sian frontier.

The Germans, who have pushed 
from 500 to 700 miles into Russian 
territory, have been driven back 
about 50 miles in the south since 
Nov. 28 when the Russians started 
their counter-offensive with the re- 
capture of Rostov. 

Since the start of the Russian 
counter-offensive around Moscow 
on Dec, 6—the day before the Jap- 
anese attack on Pearl Harbor—the 
Nazis have been driven back about 
150 miles in the Kaluga, Orel and 
Tula sectors south of the capital, 
and about 60 miles in the Kalinin 
sector north of Moscow. They have 
surrendered close to 90 miles in the 
Tikhvin sector south of Leningrad. 

In itself this mileage is not so 
impressive, because much of it rep- 
resented salients broken off by the 
Russians, or, as the Germans ex- 
plain, contracted in a straightening 
of the lines for winter warfare.

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| | 12 Months of ‘the First Session 
| Of77th Congress Among the Most 
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A Review of Legislative Transactions in 
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Period That Saw Country Shift Over From 
Peace-time Controversy to War Unity in 
Thought and Action.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—The fateful 12-month first session of the 
Seventy-seventh Congress, which became last month a war Congress, 
ended yesterday. It will have a place in the history books as one of 
the most momentous in the life of the Republic. The story begins 
with the President’s request, in his annual megsage, for the voting 
of billions of dollars with which to manufacture: war materials for 
the nations fighting the Axis; it continues through a succession’ of 
acts designed further to aid the Allies and to put this country on a 
war footing; it comes to a climax with the declarations of war on 


Japan, Germany and Italy. 

The session opened with Con- 
gress, like the country, divided as 
to the role this country should 
play. It ended with Congress, like 
the country, unified behind the 
President. The bombs dropped by 
the Japanese on Pearl Harbor Dec. 
7 blasted away the differences that 
had marked the period of our non- 
belligerency. 


Into the War Without Debate. 

Any prophet who, at the start of 
the session, would have dared to 
forecast that the United States 
would enter actively into the World 
War without debate would have 
been put down by the great ma- 
jority of Americans as a fool. But 
this, precisely, is the incredible 
thing that happened. On the day 
| after the surprise attack on Pearl 
| ‘Harbor the Senate voted for war 
on Japan by 82 to 0 and the House 
by 388 to 1, the one negative vote 
being cast by Miss Rankin of Mon- 
tana, who had cast a similar vote 
on the war declaration against Ger- 
many in 1917. Three days later, on 
Dec. 11, Congress accepted the 
challenge of Germany by a vote of 
88 to 0 in the Senate and 393 to 0 
in the House, and the challenge of 
Italy by 90 to 0 in the Senate and 
399 to 0 in the House, with Miss 
Rankin on both occasions voting 
“present.” 

The ink was scarcely dry on the 
war declarations before Congress 
began to adopt the measures re- 
quired for a supreme war effort. 
On Dec. 11 both houses put 
through a resolution removing the 
bar against the use of drafted men 
outside the Western Hemisphere 
and extending the Army term of 
service to six months after the end 
of the war. Administration pro- 
posals to these ends had previously 
brought on a bitter conflict. 

A First War Powers Act, ap- 
proved a week later, re-enacted 
and extended the powers granted 
to President Wilson in 1917 to re- 
distribute the administrative func- 
tions, modify defense contracts, 
control alien financial transactions 
and establish a censorship of for- 
eign comniunications, Through a 
revision of the Draft Act approved 
by the President on Dec. 22 Con- 
gress provided for the registration 
of all men aged 18 to 64, inclusive, 
and made men aged 20 to 44, in- 
clusive, subject to military service. 

- Renewed Evidence of Unity. 

The speed which marked the 
passage of all these measures gave 
renewed evidence of the unifica- 
tion of the “interventionist” and 
“isolationist” wings of Congress in 
support of the war effort. Congress 
had come a long road from the 
earlier hot debates over the lease- 
lend bill, the draft and the re- 
vision of the Neutrality Act. 

Appropriations mounted to fan- 
tastic heights; month by month, 
budget estimates of future expen- 
ditures became meaningless. It is 
interesting for the record that on 
Jan. 8, 1941, the President esti- 
mated in his budget message to 
Congress that the deficit for the 
fiscal year 1942 (the year ending 
next June 30) would be $9,210,- 
000,000. By October, the estimate 
had risen to $12,583,000,000. Now 
that Congress has pledged all the 
resources of the nation to defeat 
the Axis, the prospective deficit is 
limited only by the capacity of the 
Government to spend for war pur- 


ses. 
Ons of the first acts of the 77th 
Congress was to increase the per- 
mitted national debt from $49, 
000,000,000 to $65,000,000,000. (The 
debt is now approximately $57,- 
620,500,000.) It is now clear that 
the limit will have to be greatly 
raised, perhaps to as high as $150,- 
000,000,000. Senator ~ oy of 
Georgia, chairman of t Senate 
Finance Committee, has said that 
the national debt “may go any- 
where from $110,000,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000,000 and it will haye to be 
amortized over the life of the pres- 
ent, the next and maybe the third 
generation.” 

Current Taxes to Pay for Third. 

Early in the session, the view 
prevailed in Congress that about 
two-thirds of the revenues needed 
by the Government would be raised 
by taxation and the rest by bor- 
rowing. These proportions have 
now been reversed. It is the gen- 
eral belief among the legislators 


that not more than a third of the | 


gigantic amount we must spend 
before the war is won can be 
raised from taxes. 

The first .money bill for the 
prosecution of the war, added to 
the appropriations which already 
had been voted for national de- 
fense, brought to $74,440,000,000 the 
war expenditures approved by 
Congress since June, 1940, Includ- 
ed in this figure are $12,985,000,000 
voted at the 1941 session for the 
lease-lend program, $4,347,000,000 
in commitments by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation for the 
national defense, and future ex- 
penditures for the two-ocean Navy 
voted in 1940. 

Subsequent legislation has in- 
creased the authorized combatant 
strength of the Navy by 150,000 
‘tons, authorized $845,000,000 for 


raised the authorized enlisted 
strength of the Navy from: 300,000 
to 500,000 and of the Marine Corps 
from 60,000 to 104,000. Limitations 
On the number of men who could 
be drafted into the Army had al- 
ready been removed. 

$3,500,000,000 of New Taxes. 
New taxes levied by the 1941 
session are expected to bring in 
a record-breaking ‘$3,500,000,000 of 
additional revenue and thereby to 
raise the total of all Federal taxes 
to more than $13,000,000,000 a 
year. Treasury recommendations 
designed to add $4,800,000,000 to 
this sum will be taken up early in 
the new session beginning next 
Monday. 


The two acts of Congress which 
fixed the foreign policy of this 
country prior to the war declara- 
tions were the Lease-Lend Act of 
March 11 and the Neutrality Act 
revision, approved Nov. 17, by 
which the ban was lifted from the 
arming of American merchant 
ships and permission was given 
these ships to enter belligerent 
ports. 


The lease-lend bill, permitting 
the President to “lease, lend or 
otherwise dispose of” defense ar- 
ticles to the countries at war with 
the Axis powers, was warmly at- 
tacked in Congress ag a step to- 
ward war, but on the showdown 
went through the House by 260 to 
165 and through the Senate by 60 
to 31. Through the enactment of 
this: measure, Congress definitely 
associated itself with the admin- 
istration policy of aiding England 
and any other country “whose de- 
fense the President deems vital to 
the defense of the United States.” 
The step taken was “short of war” 
but it was taken in full knowledge 
that through it the country in- 
curred the risk of war. 

War, though undeclared, was not 
long delayed; by the fall of the 
year, German submarines and 
American destroyers were shooting 
it cut in the North Atlantic, and 
in a radio address on Sept. 11 the 
President made it known that 
shoot-on-sight orders had been is- 
sued to the Navy. The revision of 
the Neutrality Act, as a means of 
giving effect to the policy of Con- 
gress declared in the Lease-Lend 
Act, was urged by the President in 
a special message on O¢t. 9. “I 
ask,” said the President, “for con- 
gressional action to implement con- 
gressional policy. Let us be con- 
sistent.” The Senate responded 
with a favorable vote of 50 to 37, 
and the House concurred in the 
Senate’s action by 212 to 194. 


Draft Service Extension. 
Earlier, Congress had voted to 
extend by 18 months the 12-month 
enlistment period provided by the 
Selective Service Act of 1940, but 
not till after the administration 
had been given a scare, The reso- 
lution providing for the extension 
went through the Senate by 45 td 
30, but through the House by the 
margin of only one vote—203 to 
202. Even after the war declara- 
tions, the House showed itself skit- 
tish on the subject of the draft. 
The War Department wanted the 
age for military service ‘lowered 
to 19 and the Senate agreed; ob- 
jections in the House brought 
about a compromise on 20. 
Proposed anti-strike legislation 
resulted in controversy throughout 
the session. A drastic bill was 
approved by the House on Dec. 
8 and is now awaiting action in 
the Senate. The recent no-strike 
agreement entered into by repre- 
sentatives of organized labor and 
management may cause this 
measure to be held in abeyance. 
It remains, however, a sort of 
club behind the door. Either this 
or some similar strike-curbing 
bill will almost certainly be passed 
if the voluntary  labor-capital 
agreement proves ineffective. 
Another highly controversial bill 
which lives over into the new ses- 
sion is that setting up a system 
of price controls. The bill was 
passed by the House near the end 
of November in a form unaccept- 
able to the administration. It is 
expected that the Senate, which 
will take up the bill early in the 
new session, will restore it to a 
form more in keeping with the 
administration's desires.

fF Lr KIRKPATRICK, only 


woman member of the foreign 

staff of the Chicago Daily 
News and St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
and nominated as “one of the six 
bravest women in London,” mod- 
estly brushes aside all glowing 
comment about her news beats and 
personal courage. “Don’t take that 
too seriously—they’re just being 
chivalrous,” she once said. 

But those who have worked with 
her relate endless tales that belie 
those words. War correspondent 
Bob Casey, among others, tells one 
little story about the blitz over 
London that gives a candid camera 
closeup of Helen. Foreign cor- 
respondents, it seems, when they 
changed from one London address 
to another, were required to notify

police headquarters of such change 
immediately. But, during the 
height of the assault when cor- 
respondents were being bombed 
from pillar to post, such notifica- 
tions were frequently delayed.

“And, as for cuts and 
bruises—well, fortunately, they 
were so located that even the ban- 
dages didn’t show.” 


Bill Stoneman, head of the Lon- 
don bureau, has told of the many 
arguments at his office during 
London’s dark days, with Helen 
stoutly maintaining that Stone- 
man and Casey shouldn't have all 
the assignments involving risk. 
“Why,” she used to ask, “should 
you cover R. A. F. squadrons when 
I'm not allowed to do so?” 

In desperation, when she was 
frustrated in her desire to be given 
more hazardous assignments, she 
finally went out on her own, And 
the next thing Stoneman knew, 
he was reading her account of one 
of the giant blazes started by 
bombs in the Thames warehouses. 
Helen covered the story by riding 
on top of one of the London auxil- 
jary fire engines. It developed that 
she had persuaded the fire chief to

had the daylights scared out of me 
and when I asked her how she 
felt, she said she was terrified.” 
In part of his tribute to Miss Kirk- 
patrick, Robertson said: “Long be- 
fore the Battle of London began, 
she went to Dover and that took 
courage as she had never been 
under fire before, and Doyer, at 
that time was not only being 
Vombed; it was being shelled. Day 
after day she used to sit on 
Shakespeare Cliff, watching the 
Germans trying in their methodi- 
cal way to raid Britain by day- 
light. Sometimes 200 or 300 Ger- 
mans would be overhead and the 
R. A. F. would come to attack. 
From the ground the whole south- 
east of England would cut loose 
with artillery fire. One day Miss 
Kirkpatrick was nearly hit by 
shrapnel and on another day by 
bullets from a machine gun. When 
the battle began over London, she 
went out with the firemen, drove 
with ambulance workers, spent 
nights inspecting shelters, and 
went to factories.”

NASSUMING, almost to the 
point of self-effacement, Helen 
Kirkpatrick has filed some of 

her greatest scoops—and at least 
two of these have been of first 
magnitude — anonymously, and 
therefore without receiving public 
credit. Some day, perhaps, when 
future writers of “Now It Can Be 
Told’ bogks are permitted to have 
their day, this tall, blonde young 
woman probably will be hailed as 
the most amazing woman foreign 
correspondent of the war. 

“Some of the most interesting 
things that have happened,” she 
once stated in a letter, “cannot, un- 
fortunately, be told til] the war’s 
over, as they concern public fig- 
ures.” 

Although still in her early thir- 
ties, Miss Kirkpatrick has shared 
the confidence of many of the 
most famous figures in the world. 
In the early days of the war she 
attended a reception for the King 
and Queen of England. The Queen 
asked that Helen be presented. 


Whereupon Her Majesty told the eral, 
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orrespondent Under Fire

young newspaper woman that she 
read her articles every day. Miss 
Kirkpatrick was the only corre- 
spondent who saw the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor when they 
came to England a few weeks after 
the war started. They “inter- 
viewed” the American woman 
journalist, as they weren’t allow- 
ing any interviews themselves. 


“Definitely the funniest experi- 
ence I’ve ever had,” Miss Kirk- 
patrick once wrote in a letter, “was 
in connection with my own paper. 
Their London correspondent, Wil- 
liam Stoneman, took me on, with 
their permission. But they must 
have thought he intended to use me 
as a ‘leg man,’ and not that I was 
to do any writing. 

“He went off to France sud- 
denly in October, 1939, and Leland 
Stowe dashed off to Finland a 
week later, leaving me alone and 
in charge of the office. When.I 
went to Chicago, both the editor 
and the foreign editor of the Daily 
News asked me if I wished to re- 


main on the paper as a member of 
the foreign staff. They added, each 
of them, ‘Of course, we don’t have 
women on the staff.’ I am on the 
staff, and I’ve never discovered 
what they’ve done to reconcile 
tradition with reality.”

N Sebtinshae. 1939, when Miss 
] Kirkcpatricx joined the staff in 

London, she had founded and was 
publishing in that city the “White- 
hall News Letter,” a weekly digest 
similar to the “Kiplinger Letter” 
circulated from Washington. The 
Whitehall Letter is cabled to 
Washington for the American sub- 
scribers. One week at the time of 
the most intense Nazi raids the 
Whitehall letter was extremely late 
in arriving, but when it finally 
showed up the laconic .explana- 
tion appended at the end of the 
cable was: “Sorry delayed guns 
and bombs.” 

Helen Kirkpatrick was born in 
Rochester, N. Y. She is a direct 
descendant of Col, Joshua Fry, who 
preceded George Washington as 


first commander of the Virginia 
forces and Col. James Paull of 
Revolutionary days. She was 
graduated from the Masters School 
at Dobbs Ferry, New York, and 
Smith College in the dass of 1931. 


At one time she worked for the 
Foreign Policy Association at 
Geneva and she addressed the 
League of Nations on a number of 
occasions as a representative of 
American students interested in 
promoting world peace and under- 
standing. She is the author of two 
books: “This Terrible Peace,” pub- 
lished in Engtand, and “Under the 
British Umbrella,” published.in the 
United States by Scribner in 1939. 

As a newspaper woman she has 
worked for leading British news 
papers, including the Manchester 
Guardian, the London Daily Chron- 
icle and the London Daily Tele 
graph. Her coverage as a corre- 
spondent has included Prague dur- 
ing the crisis, Spain, the Balkans, 
Poland, Italy, Germany, Ireland 
and France,

Coddling Children? 


If So, You Are Placing Them Under 
A Big Handicap, Says Psychologist

ASE U-175: Bob M.,-aged 18, was a high school classmate 
of mine who matriculated at Northwestern University with 
me many years ago. 

“I’m going home this week end,” he said, on the second 
ae GAY We were at college, 

“Maybe I can arrange for you to 
go along next week, too, for I have 
a friend who can take us with him.” 

I was so busy with school work 
and other duties that I never got to 
make the trip with Bob. He went 
home every week end, however, for 
the first two months, and on several 
occasions stayed in Fort Wayne an 
extra day or two. 

His frequent absences from class 
didn’t improve his scholastic stand- 
ing, as you can well surmise. By 
the end of two months, Bob was so 

homesick and so disorganized in his studies that he decided to 
drop out of college. 

In high school he had been a leader. He had a good brain. 
He should have finished college. But his attachment for his 
mother was so great that he couldn’t stand being away from 
home, even though several of his former friends were at North- 
western with him. 

Every year we see this tragedy repeated, not only here FA 
Northwestern but at other colleges and universities. It is based 
on the fact that thoughtless or overly jealous parents monopo- 
lize their children so excessively that the youngsters don’t have 
@ chance to develop self-reliance.

If a child has never slept away from home, even though 
he may be 18 or 20 years of age when he finds himself alone 
in a distant city and far from his parents, he still ‘will ex- 
perience almost the same fear and loneliness as if he were 
a toddler.

HE essential rule for the men

THE MANEUVER of the ex- 
change plate by the waitréss for 
the host who is carving, is a per- 
fectly simple thing to do, but I 
acknowledge that I have been try- 
ing for the last 15 minutes to 
smooth out the awkwardness of 
its description, However, I hope 
this is clear: 


To begin, let us say that service 
plates (cold ones) are in front of 
eight people at table. (It may be 
that the roast which the host is 
about to carve, is the first co 
or that the soup plates have been 
removed leaving the untouched 
service plates, as they were, be- 
neath.) In any case, there are 
cold plates at all the places. The 
waitress has put the platter in 
front of the host, and then re- 
moved the cold plate in front of 
him and put a hot plate in its 


. place. 


While he carves and fills this 
(hot) plate, she puts the discarded 
cold plate on the side table and 
takes a hot one in her right hand. 
She then stands beside the host 


waiting until he has finished fill- 
ing the plate in front of him. She 
then picks this up with her left 
hand and with her right hand puts 
the fresh hot plate in front of 
him. She carries the filled plate 
to the person the host has told 
her it is for, exchanging the ser- 
vice plate in front of this person 
for the filled plate. She then stops 
at the side table, leaves the ser- 
vice plate, picks up another hot 
plate, and again exchanges it for 
the plate the host has filled. This 
procedure ig repeated until every- 
one has been served. 

A much simpler service is not 
to use service plates (or place 
plates which mean the same 
thing), but to leave the places 
bare, and to put the whole stack 
of eight plates in front of the 


' host, the maid merely taking each 


one after it is fflled to whomever 
she is told. (If-.there is no maid 
then this ig the only way to do, 
and the plates as they are filled 
are handed up the table.)

The work of the 
Red Cross is piling up as the na- 
tional emergency grows. Your 
chapter of the American Red 
Cross needs you for national de- 
fense, 

Whether you ean spare two 
hours or less or two days or more 
a week, there is a spot for you 
among the numerous Volunteer 
Special Services of the American 
Red Cross. In one of these serv- 
ices lies your chance to “do some- 
thing,” to do your bit in our na- 
tional emergency. 

National and world conditions 
have focused. attention on Red 
Cross Volunteer Service as never 
before. From the following list, 
pick the one for which you are best 
fitted. Then report aé once to the 
headquarters indicated for the

Production Work. 


If you can sew, knit, or have a 
spare hour or two a week to devote 


Fake 


to the making of surgical dress- 
ings, register with the Red Cross 
immediately. The sewing and knit- 
ting can be done in your own 
home; surgical] dressings must be 
made under careful supervision in 
approved Red Cross workrooms, 

The Red Cross furnishes no in- 
structors in sewing or knitting, but 
it does furnish the materials with 
which you can work. In addition 
to its regular quota of garments, 
the local chapter of the Red Cross 
during the month of January must 
turn out 500 turtle neck sweaters, 
500 pairs of socks and 250 knitted 
helmets for the Atlantic Patrol. 
The need for children’s dresses, 
nightgowns, layettes and clothing 
for adults, to help the victims of 
the war abroad, continues to grow. 
More and more surgical dressings 
are needed for our civilian and 
military hospitals. 

The task facing the production 
department of the Red Cross is 
tremendous. The number of vol- 
unteers that can be accepted in 
this work is unlimited. If you can 
sew, knit, or spare a few hours a 
week for the making of surgical 
dressings, report immediately to 
Volunteer Headquarters, 482 North 
Kingshighway. 


Staff Assistants. 


If you have any experience in 
any kind of office work, the Red 
Cross can use you in any number 
of capacities. As the volume of 
work grows, more and more volun- 
teers are needed to do typing, sec- 
retarial work, filing, bookkeeping, 


and to act as receptioriists and in- 
formation clerks. 

Qualified staff assistants wear 
yellow uniforms with white cuffs 
and collars and white coronets 
with yellow veils. Right now the 
Red Cross is asking particularly 
for volunteers who are good 
stenographers, but if you have any 
type of office training, register at 
482 North Kingshighway. 

Nurses Aides. 

Within the year the Red Cross 
is faced with the problem of train- 
ing at least one thousand St. Louis 
women to supplement the duties of 
professional nurses.

forces require the services of more 
and more trained nurses, women 
trained by the Red Cross will go 
into the clinics and wards of hos- 
pitals to help those registered 
nurses still left on duty. 

To qualify as a nurse’s aide, you 
must be between the ages of 18 
and 50; an American citizen; and 
have the equivalent of a high 
school education. You must be 
able to pass a rigid physical ex- 
amination, have sufficient time to 
give to take the regular eight-week 
Red Cross course of instruction;

Volunteer Home Service. 


If you have had any training in 
social service, the Red Cross asks 
that you volunteer immediately 
for work in this field.

It handles the problem of 
the men in the service and looks 
into the problems of the families 
left behind them. At the present 
time the Volunteer Home Service 
has 103 workers, The number that 


could be used is unlimited. If you 
think you can qualify, apply at the 
Red Cross Home Service, Vocation- 
al Counseling and Employment 
Service, 3723 Olive.

IF ROMAN COINS weren't so 
unpopular nowadays, I'd 
that Arturo Toscanini’s head be- 
longs on one. It’s a very interest- 
ing head, and he’s a very interest- 
ing guy. 

He says he kissed his first girl, 
and smoked his first cigarette, on 
the same day, when he was seven- 
teen—and hasn’t cared for cigar- 
ettes since. 

I can tell you that at 75 Tos- 
canini carries his work clothes 
around with him in a briefcase. 
When he is merely rehearsing, or 
recording, he wears an old Russian 
blouse. He likes this because 
when he lifts his arms his shirttail 
doesn’t pop out of his pants. 

When you see Toscanini in pri- 
vate life you think to yourself, 
“The old boy shouldn’t run up 
those stairs that way. He’s 75.” 
But I don’t think anything now 
alive could stop him. I saw him 
at Carnegie Hall the other after- 
noon, and he skipped up the stairs 
as if he were walking down hill. 
He had come to a recording ses- 
sion. He was going to conduct the 
NBC Symphony in a Brahms sym- 
phony for Victor. He had his brief- 
case with him, and his little box, 
Also Mama Toscanini, his two 
daughters, and son Walter. Mama 
Toscanini viewed the proceedings 
from an invalid’s chair on the bal- 
cony. She is convalescing from a 
recent operation.

WHEN TOSCANINI arrived he 
said “Buon giorno” to the stage- 
hands, and went to his dressing 
room. There he slipped into some 
bedroom slippers and his loose 
Russian blouse. He took a deep 
breath and flexed his muscles, 
There were three batons on the 
table, and a series of photographs 
of his wife when she was a bride 
and of their children when they 
were in swaddling clothes. Tosca- 
nini is, foremost, a family man. 
When he ‘works, he likes to feel 
that his flock is around him. 

Also when he works, he likes to 
sing. The maestro will win no 
prizes at the Met this season for 
his voice. He sings in a sort @ 
high, strained gravel-voiced tehof. 
But he knows what he wants, and 
if it doesn’t sound that way to 
you, that’s your fault. He sings 
for key, or to interpret a passage 
to his liking. 

Toscanini has an almost oriental 
trait of beginning his sentences 
with “is.” If the violin section dis- 
pleases him, he stomps his foot 
and shouts, “Is not right.” When 
the matter is corrected, he says, 
“Is so, we begin again.” 

The big moment, to those who 
are interested in watching a man 
like Arturo Toscanini conduct, 
comes when he climbs upon the 
podium and takes up his baton. 
Dead silence prevails. The old 
man leans forward, “Gentlemen, 
we begin,” he says in a mellow but 
strongly Italian accent. The baton 
breaks downward, and then the 
great hall, which only the moment 
before was silent and empty, is 
filed with a strange and beautiful 
music, .

AS A MATTER of fact, if you 
have existing bookcases, these may 
easily be converted to magazine 
use. One of the most attractive 
arrangements [ ever saw, were 
built-in shelves on either side of 
a fireplace, one for books and one 
for magazines. Instead of the 
usual flat shelves, the magazine 
side had the shelves tipped at a 45- 
degree angle with a tiny molding 
at the edge of the shelf to keep 
the magazines from sliding off. 
Not only was this e grand solu- 
tion to the magazine problem, but 
@ decorative feature as well, for 
the colorful magazine covers pro- 
vided a bright spot of interest in 
the room.

In a room where you have 
bookcases with built-in  cup- 
boards below, these latter may 
be used to house your maga- 
zines. A great convenience is 
to have the shelves made into 
sliding drawers, so that the de- 
sired issue may be easily 
reached. Another way, is to 
make vertical divisions in the 
shelf, much as you have divi- 
sions in a pantry drawer for 
trays, so that the various types 
of magazines are properly sep- 
arated. If you have no book- 
cases, and no room for them, it 
may be possible to build a win- 
dow seat beneath a window with 
two or three shelves below to 
house your current issues,

@ SINCE THE new type of radio- 
phonograph has come into exist- 
ence, the housing of records has 
become a problem in many homes. 
Even the biggest cabinet provides 
an inadequate amount of storage 
space and although the auxiliary 
racks are a help, any fair sized 
collection of records really re- 
quires special, built-in space. Here 
again, existing built-in bookcases 


may be pressed into service, the 
only change necessary being a re- 


adjustment of the shelves to ac- 
commodate the size of the al- 
bums. 

If space is available, one of. the 
most attractive solutions is to 
build in tall cabinets at either 
side of the combination machine. 
Spaces for albums, and numbered 
slots for individual records, with a 
listing of the records according to 
the numbers tacked to the inside 
of the door, will make as efficient 
a record library as it is possible to 
have. One of the most effective 
types of cabinets to have would be 
circular columns, with half of the 
column being hinged to swing 
open and reveal the records with- 
in. And not an extravagant idea 
either, if you will search the junk 
yards for .discarded wooden col- 
umns that may easily be converted 
to this use. 

There are many other items, 
necessary to our daily existence, 
that, if given a home of their 
own, would add greatly to the ef- 
ficiency of our households. Take 
guch items, for instance, as wrap- 
ping paper, string, scissors, and 
guch. A little cabinet, hung on 
the back of a kitchen or closet 
door, with individual drawers for 
twine, stickers, scotch tape, card- 
board, tissue and wrapping pa- 
per, scissors and pencils, and even 
birthday paper, would save all that 
scurrying around, not only at 
Christmas time, but all the year

The Japanese has no words for 
“yes” and “no.” When asked a 
question, such as “Is it raining?” 
he cannot answer “yes” or “no.” 
He must say, “It is raining,” or “It 
is not raining.” 

The Japanese has no words for 
the articles “a,” “an” and “the.” 
The distinction between who- 
whom, that-which never gives him 
a headache, for the language con- 
tains no relative pronouns. Instead 
of saying, “The dog that barks,” 
he says “barks dog (hoeru inu).” 

The well-bred Japanese avoids 
the personal pronouns I, me and 
you whenever it is possible. If he 
speaks of himself at all, he does 
so in disparaging terms. But the 
person spoken to is addressed in 
“honorifics” — flowery language 
that is complimentary to the point 
of exaggeration. 

Japanese words receive scarcely 
any accent. In some words there 
is an almost inperceptible -stress 
on the first syllable only. The long 
vowel sounds in Japanese speech 
in Italian: “a” is “ah” as in father; 
in Itayian: “a” is “ah” as in father; 
“e” is “ay” as in day; “i” is “ee” 
as in machine?’ “o” is “oe” as in 
toe; “u” is “oo” as in food, never 
“yoo” as in feud (fyood). The con- 
sonnants are softer than in Euro- 
pean languages. 

In stature, the Japanese are 
among the world’s smallest peo- 
ples. The average height for males 
is only five feet three and one-half 
inches; for females, four feet, 10% 
inches. The unusual shortness of 
the legs is largely responsible for 
the lack of tallness of the people, 
for, as a rule, the trunk is rela- 
tively long. 

In Japan, love matches are prac- 
tically unknown. Marriages are 
arranged by the parents without 
regard for the preferences of the 
prospective bride and bridegroom. 
Hence, many frustrated iovers die 
in suicide pacts, hoping to be re- 
united beyond the grave. Despite 
the fact that romance plays little 
part in the connubial scheme of 
things, the divorce rate, only 0.83 
to the thousand, is one of the 
lowest in the world. | 

The country of Japan roughly 
resembles a beheaded .dragon. If 
placed on a map of North Ameri- 
ca its head would touch Winni- 
peg and the tip of its tail would 
be in Galveston. Its latitude is 
about the same as that of the 
United States. In area, Japan is 
smaller than the State of Texas. 

Japan consists of six large and 
about 1800 small islands, and the 
mainland province of Korea, or 
Chosen, pronounced cho-sen. The 
large islands are HONSHU (hahn- 
shoo), KYUSHU (kyoo-shoo), 
SHIKOKU (shee-koe-koo), TAI-

(kah-rah-foo-toe), 
DO (hoke-ky-doe). 

Japan’s principal 
Osaka (oh-zah-Kah), KYOTO

GASAKI (nah-gah-sah-kee). The 
highest mountain is FUJIYAMA 
(foo-jee-yah-mah), 12,395 feet. 

The Japanese is trained to the 
belief that cowardice is the lowest 
of human vices, and that blind 
loyalty to the Emperor is the su- 
preme virtue. Indeed, he accepts 
his Emperor literaHy as of divine 
origin. According to Japanese 
scripture, it came about in this 
Way: 

Japan was created by two 
deities: Izanagi, the male, and 
Izanami, the female. From his 
right eye, Izanagi gave birth to 
Amaterasu, the goddess of the 
sun, and from his left eye was 
born the goddess of the moon. 
Sometime after this highly irregu- 
lar proceeding, 660 B. C., to be 
exact, Jimmu, who was the grand- 
son of the goddess of the sun, be- 
came the first sovereign of Japan. 
His descendants have ruled over 
the Nipponese ever since, Hirohito, 
now Emperor, being the 124th 
of his line. 

Thus it is that the most sacred 
deity in Japan is Amaterasu, the 
sun or “heaven illuminating” god- 
dess. It also explains why the 
Emperor is always called either 
tenshi (son of heaven), or tenno 
(heavenly king).

Disney Studio to Make

A new method for training Navy 
lookouts, observers and pilots in

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[- these nights of world-wide war a 


Milhaud Guest 


Artist and Conductor 


FTER having introduced va- 
A ious original works and ar- 

rangements by Darius Milhaud 
to St. Louis audiences, the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, on Fri- 
day afternoon and Saturday night, 
will present the French composer 
himself, in the triple role of com- 
poser, pianist and conductor. 


Milhaud will introduce his new 
Concerto No. 2, for which he will 
be soloist, and also his new sym- 
phony, which he will conduct. Both 
these works are on the second half 
of the program and Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann has sched- 
uled an all-Mozart program, con- 
sisting of the Overture to “Don Gio- 
vanni” and the Symphony in G 
Minor, for the first half. The Mo- 
zart numbers are selected in ob- 
servance of the 150th anniversary 
of the composer’s death. 


‘The guest artist of the week, 
who was born in France and won 
his fame there, is now visiting pro- 
fessor of composition at Mills Col- 
lege in California. He first at- 
tracted attention as a member of 
the group of young French com- 
posers, known as “Les Six,” who 
revolted against the impression 
which had dominated French mu- 
sic and produced highly vigorous 
and original works of their own. 


The simplicity which was one of 
the ideals of Les Six is a disting- 
uishing characteristic of Milhaud’s 
music. From the Negro ballet, 
“Creation du Monde,” composed in 
1928, to the recent “Cortege Fune- 
bre” and his first symphony for 
large orchestra, his unerring taste 
for form, orchestral color, and dyn- 
amics has been observed. Many 
music authorities consider the 
Negro ballet as marking/the be- 
ginning of real sympbonic jazz. 
Golschmann real sympa world 
premiere in Paris,~ 


Milhaud has ‘composed in all 
forms and for every medium. He 
has written symphonies, string 
quartets, operas, ballets, cantatas, 
and even movie scores. His long- 
est and perhaps most important 
work, “Christophe Colomb,” has 
been called the most significant 
opera written in the twentieth cen- 
tury. ° 

The composer wrote his second 
concerto in the first months of 1941 
at Mills College. .The first move- 
ment begins with a rhythmic and 
rapid theme whose figure runs oft- 
en through the movement. The 
second, or Romance, contains two 
themes, one introduced by the pi- 
ano and the second by the orches- 
tra, with both coming together to 
prepare the way for the coda. 
Three ideas are brought out in the 
finale, then mingled to form a bril- 
liant ending. 

The symphony was composed es- 
pecially for the Golden Jubilee of 
the Chicago Symphony Orchestra 
last year. Milhaud drafted the 


work at Aix-en-Provence during 


the last two months of 1939, and it 
was first performed in Chicago, in 
October, 1940, with the composer 
conducting. 

Milhaud has stated that the sym- 
phony contains no real folk tunes, 


although the subject in the finale! 


is in the manner of a folk-dance. 
The first movement, a pastorale is 


“very melodic and quiet, with a 
great feeling for nature,” as the 
composer describes it. The second 
movement, which in effect is a 
scherzo although it is not so named 
in the score, is dramatic and ro- 
bust. In the third movement, a 
tender chorale theme alternates 
with a very expressive and clear 
melody. The finale, suggesting a 
country atmosphere, is vigorous 
and rhythmic.

NEW YORK, Jan 3 (AP). 
drama like “In Time to Come” 


is a striking reminder for the democracies to set their course by 

learning from the well-intentioned errors of the past. This new 
Broadway play by Howard Koch and John Huston is an able journg). 
istic document of the years in Woodrow Wilson’s career from April 2 
1917, until March 4, 1021. And the authors have wisely told their story 
factually, impartially and with no attempts to sugarcoat the unpleasant 
periods with tricks so to be expected from most historians who ug. 


the theater as their medium. 


“In Time to Come” has no fic- 
tional plot; it is the simple, tragic 
account of the endeavors of a man 
to remake the world into a League 
of Nations that would outlaw war 
in all the future. | 

The play begins with Wilson 
asking Congress for a declaration 
of war against Germany, then 
moves to that morning in 1918 
when he decides to head the Amer- 
ican peace delegation to Europe. 
Here, in making this decision, 
President Wilson reveals charac- 
teristics which promise to make 
trouble ahead for him despite the 
noble and humanitarian ideals 
which are the principal aims of his 
life. 

He wants unselfish justice and 
mercy for everyone, both the Al- 
lies and the defeated Germans, 
and he is adamant on preserving 
those qualities by demanding an 
honorable League of Nations. But, 
in his stubborn insistence upon 
having his own way completely he 
reveals an unexpected vanity, a 
surprising disregard for practical 
politics which must be frankly 
faced no matter how much they 
may be deplored. 

Becoming more and more irri- 
tated as he quarrels with Clemen- 
ceau, Lloyd George and other Eu- 
ropean chiefs of state, he finally 
decides to return home and carry 
his plea for the League of Nations 
directly to the American people. 
Back in Washington he finds grow- 
ing opposition to his plans lead 
by Senator Lodge and, broken in 
health, he pleads with Lodge to 
forget their dislike for one another 
and help in making the League a 
workable realization. Lodge, stat- 
ing why he thinks his reasons are 
the practical ones, refuses. 

It is both an impressive and 
heart-breaking drama for believers 
in democracy to see and especially 
so in light of events of the world 
today.

gine starts. One can keep the en- 
gine running by pumping the ac- 
celerator pedal rapidly a few 
times to feed extra gasoline. 

In very cold weather, do not 
start driving as soon as the-motor 
is running. Let the engine warm 
up first, so that the lubricant will 
start circulating. Driving before 
the lubricant flows freely is one 
cause of rapid wear of bearings. 
One can reduce fuel cost if he 
has the engine tuned for efficient 
operation and the engine set to 
idle at its minimum idling speed. 
Check the engine compression and 
keep the spark plugs cleaned. 
Worn plugs should be replaced for 
winter driving. 


THE FORD MOTOR CO. IS 
ready to begin limited production 
of synthetic fiber developed from 
soybeans. The fiber is similar to 
sheep’s wool and is spun from a 
molasses-like. substance of which 
soybean protein is the principal in- 
gredient. The company has been 
operating a “pilot” mill at its 
Highland Park plant which can 
spin 1000 pounds of the fiber a 
day. Now that the experimental 
work has been completed, the en- 
tire operation is being moved to 
Dearborn, where it will occupy 
part of a new building opposite 
the Ford airport. For the present, 
the fiber production rate will be 
approximately 1000 pounds a day. 
The synthetic product is said to 
be best used when blended with 
sheep’s wool. Ford research cham- 
ists who developed the material 
estimate that eventually the thou- 
sands of pounds of wool now used 
annually in upholstery can be sup- 
plemented by at least 25 per cent 
of this new fiber. 


RETAIL SALES OF NEW PAS- 
senger cars and trucks in the 
United States in November totaled 
263,205 units, including 198,271 pas- 
senger cars and 64,934 commercial 
vehicles. Retail sales in Novem- 
ber, 1940, were 334,536 passenger 
cars and 56,995 commercial ve- 
hicles. Sales of cars and trucks 
in 1940 aggregated 4,095,084. The 
total for 11 months of 1941 is 
4,402,820.

Proclamation Thkows Open 
FHA Field to Speculative 
Contractors and Gives 


Priority on Material. 


Encouragement of the building 
ef small houses in this area for 
rental or, sale to defense workers 
is the ef effect of President 
Roosevelt’s recent proclamation 
designating St. Louis, St. Louis 
County and §t. Charles as defense 
areas under Title VI of the Fed- 
eral Housing Act, it was explained 
yesterday by J. W. Kuhlman, FHA 
district director in St. Louis. 

The President’s proclamation en- 
titles building contractors and real 
estate companies in the designated 
areas to take advantage of ex- 
panded financing facilities pro- 
vided in Title VI, an amendment 
to the Federal Housing Act. 

This new section permits specu- 
lative builders to obtain 90 per cent 
FHA-insured mortgages on houses 
built for rent or sale, and allows 
low-income workers to rent the 
houses while they are accumulat- 
ing the necessary 10 per cent down 
payment required to purchase the 
house. 


Loan Limitied to $4000. 

Formerly the 90 per cent FHA 
mortgages were issued only to 
owner-occupants of new houses. 
Under Title VI, speculative build- 
ers may now obtain a 90 per cent 
mortgage. The loan is limited to 
$4000 on a single-family residence, 
with larger limits for two, three 
and four family houses. 

The builder of a one-family 
house is not permitted to rent it 
for more than $50. On a $4000 loan 
he is required to pay approximate- 
ly $37 a month to the holder of the 
FHA-insured mortgage for princi- 
pal, interest, taxes and insurance. 

The house can be sold to anyone 
who can make a 10 per cent down 
payment. If a person wishes to 


. buy the house but lacks the neces- 


sary down payment, he may rent 
the house and sign a contract with 
the owner agreeing to pay him 
each month, in addition to his rent, 
a sum which will make up the 10 
per cent down payment at the end 
of 18 months. This would amount 
to about $25 a month. 

Title to the house is then trans- 
ferred to purchaser, who owns it 
subject to the 90 per cent FHA 
mortgage. 

Priorities Questioned. 

The closely related question of 
obtaining priorities for restricted 
metals needed in home building is 
administered not by the FHA, but 
by the Office of Production Man- 
agement. Applications for the 
priority ratings, however, are filed 
through the FHA. 

Last September St. Louis, St. 
Louis County, Alton, St. Charles 
and Weldon Spring were desig- 
nated by the OPM as defense hous- 
ing areas under the OPM priorities 
system. 

This meant that in those districts 
builders of homes for defense 
workers which cost $6000 or less, 
or rented for $50 or less, were able 
to obtain preferential priority rat- 
ings for scarce metals such as 
copper and steel, it was explained 
by Murle Stack, St. Louis housing 
,priorities examiner in the OEM 
Division of Defense Housing Co- 
ordination. 


Speculative builders in the des-. 


ignated areas could obtain the pri- 
orities by stating that the houses" 
they planned to build were intend- 
ed for defense industry employes. 
The houses could not be sold or 
rented to non-defense workers un- 
Jess the builder made a statement 
that he had attempted unsuccess- 
fully to find a buyer or renter 
employed in a defense industry. 

The number of houses for which 
such priorities were granted was 
limited. Federal agencies estimat- 
ed that 300,000 new homes should 
be built throughout the nation be- 
tween Sept. 22 and Feb. 28. Of 
these, 100,000 were built directly by 
the Government in areas near 
Army camps or other concentrated 
defense activities.

system to permit the construction 
of the number of homes allocated 
to that city. It is expected that 
a new allocation \will be made 
when the current one expires Feb- 
ruary 28. 

At present, builders of homes 
costing more than $6000 are unable 
to obtain priorities for materials 
unless the house was actually 
started and its foundations com- 
pleted by Oct. 9. 

Building of larger homes has not 
been halted completely, however, 
since many building contractors 
had on hand supplies of materials 
which later were placed on the re- 
stricted list. 


Priorities can be obtained for 
materials needed in remodeling 
older houses, regardless of their 
size, or converting them into mul- 
tiple-family dwellings. 

Anyone wishing to buy a small 
house in the St. Louis area now 
is able to do so, whether he is a 
defense worker or not, because 
many small houses were built be- 
fore the priorities system went 
into effect, and others are being 
built under the defense area prior- 
ity rating.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. 


The OPM tire order, instan- 
taneously and without warn- 
ing, slipping out from under our 
domestic economic. organization 
the sea of rubber on which it 
floats, proves that we have the 
greatest rubber taker of all time. 
But where is our rubber getter? 
There are several ways to get 
rubber. 
ning and organization to conserve 
its domestic use to the lowest point 
compatible with our daily national 
existence. That does not mean 
simply grabbing it all by an im- 
perial decree, without a thought or 


any madly destructive effect in 
slowing down national speed for 
the purposes of both peace | and 
war. 

The latter is the easy way for 
officialdom. It relieves it from 
most of the work and worry that 
belongs with its task—for it is 
as much its duty to preserve at 
least the skeleton of the domestic 
structure as it is to provide war 
material., Yes, it is an easy way 
but it is arbitrary and destructive, 
I will even say a cowardly way. 

The reason why that order came 
out of the blue; with no provi- 
sion to cushion its possibly ter- 
rible effects, was that these offi- 
cials, though warned for years, had 
done and planned nothing to pre- 
vent or sdéften the catastrophe it is 
now imposing. — : 


‘OPM Caught Asleep.’ 


It didn’t expect that to be neces- 
Sary so soon. Then came Pearl 
Harbor and OPM was caught 
asleep on the post as plainly as 
the garrison at Pearl Harbor. 
Largely because of .the surprise 
blow in Honolulu and its possible 
effects through the Far East, OPM 
had to act at once. . 

The truth is that we have need- 
ed a rubber getter all those months 
and years. We need one now far 
worse than ever and there is noth- 
ing in that order that even recog- 
nizes that need or provides for it 
further than a few platitudes about 
how to make worn-out tires last 
longer.

It is true that artificial rubber 
in the minute quantities yet pro- 
duced costs several times the old 
price of East Indian rubber and 
that factories have taken a long 
time to build. There is still some 
debate as to details of other expe- 
dients mentioned here. It is time

HE first break after the war

Germany has lost in Russia 
from one and a half to two million 
men in killed, wounded and pris- 
oners. What do these losses mean? 

Hitler established. universal serv- 
ice in 1935. The classes called up 
then and subsequently were of 
youths born in World War years 
when the birth rate was very low. 
His really thoroughly trained 
young troops have never been 
more than three millions and have 
been the shock battalions in every 
campaign, as the death notices in 
German papers have shown, These 
troops have been reduced by a full 
third in the Russian campaign and 
it is now necessary to throw in 
reserves from older ranks, mar- 
ried men with families, who are 
not Nazis. 

Hitler’s speech on Dec, 12 is 
unique among his utterances, as a 
self-apology. His message of Dec. 
19, taking over sole command in 
order to bring a “turning point,” 
admits defeat in a series of noth- 
ing but official victories, and his 
mention of “army and elite guard” 
in one breath is bad news for 
Germany. 

Why have the field marshal and 
other generals quit in the middle 
of the main campaign? For the 
same reason Schleicher was liqui- 
dated and Fritsch and Beck re- 
signed. They have refused to 
sacrifice the German nation to any 
more adventures. They will neither 
accept responsibility nor obey or- 
ders. They have not been court- 


gone on strike.

HE war in the West could, I 
believe, end much more quickly 

than we dream of were a war of 

nerves—a great political war—bril- 
liantly and systematically pursued. 

For the first time since the war 

began there is a first rate chance 

for Britain, the United States, and 

Russia, by sheer political warfare, 

backed up by unremitting military 

activity, to overthrow the whole 

Nazi regime, and get a real peace 

—not a “negotiated” peace with 

Hitler, but a peace that would 

save the German nation, as a 

nation along with all nations. 

It is lamentable that so few 
men in any western foreign offices 
know so little about the real social 
forces in Germany, about the real 
mind of Germany. What the 
army means in the German mind 
is hardly less than what the na- 
tion itself means. The dismay 
engendered by the strike of the 
generals can only be measured if 
one thinks what the people would 
have said had Hindenburg and 
Ludendorff resigned in the mid- 
dle of the last war. They would 
have said: “The Kaiser has gone 
crazy.” 

And, you can bet they are say- 
ing that about Hitler today. 

Ideas are as necessary to win 
this war as weapons-—there are 


too few being used.
